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WILL THE PRESiDENT CALL AN 
EXTRA SESSION? 

A GENERAL BELIEF THAT HE WILL—THE 
REPUBLICAN SENATORS DELAYING THE 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS—NO OPPOSITION 
EXPECTED IF CONGRESS IS CALLED TO- 


GETHER. 

Wasninetor, March 21.—To-day’s ses- 
sion of the Senate, including the time spent in 
executive session, did not exceed over 30 min- 
utes. No attempt was made to transact busi- 
ness during the open session, and the decision 
of the Senate to proceed to the consideration of 
executive business caused great disappoint- 
ment to the crowds that filled the galleries, the 
larger portion of which was doubtless 
attracted by the expectation of a re- 
newal of the struggle over the organi- 
zation of the Senate. No movement, 
however, was attempted toward electing 
officers, nor have the Republicans determined 
when such a movement shall be made, <A cau- 
cus to consider this question will be held to- 
morrow morning, but there seems to be an un- 
derstanding that nothing shall be done until it 
is determined by the President whether to call 
an extra session of Congress, Should anextra 
session be determined upon, it is not likely 
that the Republicans will attempt to change 
the present officers of the Senate during the 
continuance of the executive session, but will 
wait until both houses are convened in obedi- 
ence to the President’s prociamation. It is 
understood that the Democratic Senators, 
while they will resist any attempt to remove 
the present officers during the executive ses- 
sion, will not interpose factious opposition to 
the election of new officers at an extra session 
of Congress, should there be one, nor at the 
regular session in December, should an extra 
session not be called. : - 

It is believed that the question of calling an 
extra session will be decided at the Cabinet 
meeting to-morrow, and that the necessary 
proclamation will be immediately issued 
should the decision bein the affirmative. A 
large number of letters have been received by 
the President from business men during the 
past three days, advising against an extra ses- 
sion, and many members of Congress have per- 
sonally called at the White House for the ex- 
press purpose of protesting against a called ses- 
sion at this time. The current belief is, how- 
ever, that the President deems an extra session 
necessary, and that it will be called to meet in 
the latter part of April.

JUDGE CHISHOLM’S MURDERERS. 
THEY BURN THE COURT-HOUSE CONTAINING 
THE RECORD OF THEIR CRIME. 

Wasnincton. March 21.—The County 
Court-house at De Kalb, Kemper County, 
Miss., was burned to the ground, with its con- 
tents, on the night of Feb. 24, by incendia- 
ries. Information received here tends to show 
that this crime was committed by some one of 
the mob who murdered Judge Chisholm and 
four other persons in that county in 1877, the 
object being to destroy any indictments or 
other inconvenient records relating to the 
guilty persons which the building might con- 
tain. The Court-house was burned only 10 
days before the time set for the beginning of 
the term of court, and at this term it was ex- 
pected that further steps against the Chisholm 
murderers would be taken. It is said that an 
effort was to be made to try for the killing of 
Tudge Chisholm the persons who had been ac- 
yuitted of the murder of Gilmer and Cornelia 
“hisholm. One of the Grand Jurors has said 
that the Grand Jury will not investigate the 
purning of the house.

THE PRESIDENT’S APPOINTMENTS. 

Wass8INGTON, March 21.—It is probable 
that the President will send to the Senate dur- 
ng the present week nominations for offices in 
most cases where vacancies exist. Among the 
irst to be sent in will be thos: for Marshal and 
District Attorney for the Southern District of 
New-York, Marshal for the Northern District 
of the same State, and Postmaster at Albany. 
There is reason to believe that the nomination 
of Mr. Haskell for tke last named office which 
failed at the recent session, will not be re- 
newed. The nomination of Mr. Pearson to be 
Postmaster at New-York City will be consid- 
ered to-morrow by the Committee on Post 
Offices and reported favorably to the Senate. 
Should a secret session be held to-morrow, and 
a report be received on Mr. Pearson’s nomina- 
tion, he will certainly be confirmed. Mr. Levi 
P. Morton was unanimously confirmed to-day 
as Minister to France, and Mr. 8. Dana Hor- 
ton was confirmed in like manner as Secretary 
of the commission to the monetary conference 
that is to meet in Paris.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, March 21, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $196,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $705,596 30, and from Customs, $720,704 82, 

The United States Supreme Court to-day de- 
cided that pictures painted on porcelain 
plagues are dutiable as paintings and not as 
chinaware. The case was that of Max Jacoby 
and others against C. A. Arthur, Collector. 

The following additional appointments of 
clerks to the Senate Committees were made to- 
day: Appropriations—T. P. Cleaves; assist- 
ant clerk, Joseph 8. Morgan; Public Lands— 
J. B. Caldwell; Railroads—A. M. Soteldo; 
Contingent Expenses—Richard Lambert. 

M. Paul de Jardin, for many years Chancel- 
lor of the French Legation at Washington, and 
recently the French Consul at Charleston, S. 
C., has been appointed by the French Gov- 
ernment as Agent before the French and 
American Claims Commission in place of Mr. 
Arthur Lanen, who returns to France. 

The Committee on Foreign Relations to-day 
reported favorably to the Senate the two 
treaties recently negotiated between the United 
States and China. No time was fixed by the 
Senate for their consideration. There is not 
much opposition to confirmation, and both 
treaties may be affirmatively acted on at an 
varly day. 

The Hon. John Jay Knox, Controller of the 
Currency, says that the transactions of the de- 
partment with the national banks were com- 
paratively small to-day. Mr. Knox does not 
anticipate the deposit of any large amount of 
United States bonds with the Government 
for the purpose of increasing the national bank 
circulation until it has been determined by the 
President whether or not to call an extra session 
of Congress. 

The State Department has received notice 
through the United States Consulat Bang Kok 
that the King of Siam, asa mark of his satis- 
faction with the descriptions of his country in 
the book upon Siam and Java, recently pub- 
lished by Col. Thomas W. Knox, has conferred 
upon that gentleman the diploma and decora- 
tions creating him a Knight of ‘“‘The Most Ex- 
alted Order of the White Elephant.” Col. 
Knox is the first American upon whom this 
distinction has ever been conferred. 
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HELPLESS IN THE ICE. 

Carcaco, March 21.—It now appears that 
the report that the tug O. B. Green was at the crib, 
as well as the story that the man Bildhauser 
had reached her last night, are false. Bild- 
hauser, when the storm overtook him last 
night, headed for the shore, where he 
arrived safely, and was on _ hand to 
start early this morning on the tug Crane, which 
made another attempt to cut her way through the 
field of iceto the Green. The Crane got within 
three miles of the ice-locked tug and started Bild- 
hauser off again over the ice toward her. This 
time he was seen through glasses of citizens of 
Hyde Park to reach the Green about5o’clock. Capt. 
Napier, of the Green, accompanied by a boy, made 
the land at Hyde Park, having been over five and 
one-haif hours crossing the field of ice and slush 


between the tug and shore. When he arrived he 
‘was very much exhausted. his feet badly swollen.

COLORED MEN WANTING OFFICE, 


THE COLORED REPUBLICANS OF MARYLAND 
TO EXPRESS THEIR VIEWS THROUGH A 
CONVENTION. 

BALTIMORE, March 21.—The colored Re- 
publicans of Maryland, and more particularly 
of Baltimore, have determined upon concerted 
effort to secure more recognition of their polit- 
ical rights in the distribution of Federal 
offices in the city and State. They claim that, 
as they constitute more than a majority of the 
Republican Party in Maryland, they have a 
right to ask that, if they can present for Fed- 
eral offices capable men of their own color, 
their rights should be recognized by the ap- 
pointing power at Washington. There are 


factions among them—one portion being 
arrayed with the Custom-house branch 
of the party, and the other’ with 
the anti-Custom-house people. The pres- 
ent movement is, of course, opposed by the 
Custom-house wing, which now holds the Fed- 
eral offices, but it has on its side many of the 
most respectable colored men of the city and 
State, who enter the movement merely with 
the hope of advancing their race, and not with 
the view of securing official positions for them- 
selves. To put the movement on a proper 
footing, a State Convention of colored Repub- 
licans will be held in this city, at Douglas In- 
stitute, on Thursday next. The call for this 
convention was signed by such representative 
colored men as the following: A. W. Way- 
man, Bishop of the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church; James A. Handy, Presid- 
ing Elder. African Methodist Episcopal Church ; 
John W. Locks, alternate to the Chicago Con- 
vention; J. W. Beckitt, Pastor of Bethel 
Church; Harvey Johnson, Pastor of the Bap- 
tist Church; C. H. Gaines, Superintendent of 
the Chesapeake and Marine Railway Dry Dock 
Company; W. H. Weaver, of the Presbyte- 
rian Church; Ll. O. B. Williams, J. H. Kid- 
dick, Pastor of Centennial Church; W. H. 
Thompson, M. D.; A. M. Carrol, of Asbury 
Methodist Episcopal Church; Robert M. Gibbs, 
A. Brown, of the Baptist Church; W. R. Ar- 
nold, Pastor of Fessier-Street Church; George 
C. Deaver, W. M. Hargrave, Pastor of Knox’s 
Chapel; George C. Gale, John E. Bradford, 
John A. Bishop, Augustus Roberts, Patrick 
Tiernan, Odeon Hawkins, President of the 
Garfield and Arthur Club. of Baltimore Coun- 
ty; Abram Brewer, the Rev. J. W. Bowser, 
of Catonsville; Joseph E. Briscoe, alternate 
at large to the Chicago Convention. 

The convention will be composed of dele- 
gates from every ward in the City and from 
the counties. Mr. Briscoe will preside over the 
gathering. He said to-day that he had great 
confidence in President Garfield and expected 
that he would listen to the complaint of the 
colored men of Maryland. ‘‘In fact,” said 
Mr. Briscoe, ‘Mr. Garfield himself is 
the man who suggested the convention 
we are now about to hold. While 
I was at Chicago last year as an alter- 
nate to Mr. Gary, one of the delegates from 
this State, I met Mr. Garfield, who was then 
advocating the nomination of Secretary Sher- 
man for the Presidency. I stated our griev- 
ances to him then, and he replied that if Sher- 
man got the nomination and election he would 
see us righted. ‘ All you have to do,’ said he, 
‘is to hold a State Convention, give expression 
to your grievances, and present them to the 
President.’ If such were his views then I 
don’t see any reason why they should change, 
now that he himself is the President.” 





TROUBLE BEGUN AT HALL RIVER. 


MANUFACTURERS MOVING 
UNIONS — INDIGNATION 
PLOYES. 

Fatty Rrver, Mass., March 21.—The 
long-expected labor troubles appear to have 
come at last. This time, much as the opera- 
tives deplore the strike, it is coming most in- 
opportunely for them, as the prices of cloth are 
very low. The manufacturers are the aggres- 
sors. To-day a general movement was begun 
in the Flint, Granite, and Chace Mills to dis- 
charge all weavers and spinners belonging to 
the unions, and the same thing is being done 


all over the city. Of course this will lead to 
trouble at once, Last week the manager of 
the linen mill gave notice to one of the leading 
men of the Spinners’ Union that he must take 
a mill tenement to live in, although he had 
been working in the mill four or five 
years without occupying mill  tene- 
ments. This morning he went to work 
in the mill, but was not allowed to 
resume his labor. The managers at the Jinen 
mill began to circulate for signatures last 
week an agreement paper, such as was circulat- 
ed in 1875, in which the employe contracts to 
belong to no organization which will have for 
its object the regulation of wages, and also 
that he will not strike work when other spin- 
ners or weavers do so in a body. The weavers’ 
head-quarters was thronged this morning with 
excited and indignant operatives, who declared 
they would never submit to such rules. Tho 
88 spinners in the Chace Miil struck work 
altogether, rather than submit to the discharge 
of the man who refused to move into a mill 
block. The latest development is that there 
are 75 bands on strike at the Chace Mili. This 
includes the spinners, backboys, and doffers. 

The American Printing Company started its 
works this morning, but none of the help re- 
turned to work. A resolution was adopted by 
the strikers not to return to work unless the 
advance asked is given, and to go elsewhere 
and seek employment.

STATE LEGISLATIVE WORK

THE VARIOUS BILLS NOW 
DISCUSSION. 
SEPARATING PRISONERS BY OFFENSES AND 
SEX—SYMPATHY WITH THE BOERS— 
DISPOSITION OF CHARITABLE FUNDS— 
THE TAX COMMISSION. 

Apany, N. Y., March 21.—A_ large 
batch of bills was to-night referred to the Sub- 
committee of the Whole. Mr. Goodman, of 
Washington, objected to the reference of bill 
No. 197, which was published in THE TIMFS a 
few days ago. It provides for the quashing of 
indictments in certain cases, and its introducer 
knew nothing about it, and did not ask to have 
it sent to the grinding committee. An effort 
to have a special order day made for the 
consideration of the bill requiring that 
convicts sentenced for State prison of- 
fenses shall not be sent to coun- 
ty penitentiaries was beaten so signally as to 
leave no doubt that the bill will eventually be 
killed. All the members from counties having 
penitentiaries opposed its progress. Mr. Brooks’s 
bill to establish separate reformatories for 
women was considered in one committee, and 
Mr. Brooks spoke earnestly in its favor, pre- 
senting a large number of facts and figures to 
show the necessity for the proposed division 
of the sexes, and then had the bill progressed. 
Mr. Niles’s concurrent resolution expressing 
sympathy with the Boers of the Transvaal Re- 
public was progressed, with an amendment 
pending, offered by Mr. Skinner, that, as the 
British army had been annihilated and its 


General killed, “it is the sense of the Assem- 
bly of the State of New-York that the Boers 
are able to take care of themselves and more 
too.”’ 

The Senate, in Committee of the Whole, 
ordered to a third reading Mr. Forster’s bill 
incorporating a new trust company for New- 
York, called the Metropolitan. Mr. Strahan 
introduced a bill authorizingyan annual appro- 
priation of $20,000 for the American Museum 
of Natural History, in Central Park; also a 
bill sent here by the Park Commissioners, pro- 
viding for the completion of the Eighth-avenue 
entrance to the Park, opposite the Museum, 
together with the approaches to the Museum. 

Mr. Forster introduced a bill providing that 
aid from the public funds in the City of New- 
York shall be given to the following charita- 
ble institutions: Child’s Nurs>ry and Hospital, 
Foundling Asylum, Infant Asylum, and the 
Infirmary for Women and Children. These 
institutions shall receive 43 cents for each 
day’s actual care of every woman awaiting 
confinement in either of the institutions, and 
$5 for every confinement, and 48 cents per 
day for the care of every woman nursing 
her own child, and 38 cents for each 
day’s actual care for each child not 
nursed by its own mother, under 5 years of 
age. The Children’s Fold and the Hebrew 
Benevolent and Orphan Asylum Society shail 
receive 28 cents for each day’s actual care of 
every child between 5 and 12 years of age. 
The New-York Catholic Protectory and the 
Juvenile Asylum shall receive 28 cents per 
day for every child cared for between the 
ages of 8and 16 years. The Protestant Epis- 
copal House of Mercy, the House of the 
Good Shepherd, the Magdalen Benevolent 
Society, and the Association for Befriending 
Children and Young Girls shall receive 15 
cents per day for each young woman cared for 
between the ages of l4and 21 years. The So- 
ciety for the Relief of the Ruptured and Crip-. 
pled shall receive 41 cents per day for the care 
of each patient. The Five Points House of In- 
dustry shall receive 15 cents per day for the 
care of inmates between 5 and 14 years of age. 
The accounts of all the institutions shall be 
subject to examination by the Mayor of the 
City of New-York. 

It was somewhat expected that the Tax 
Commission would to-morrow report to the 
committee the bill taxing corporations, upon 
which it has been engaged for some time. 
The commission holds its meetings privately, 
and does not appear anxious to anticipate in 
the newspapers the work that it expects to 
submit to the committee, but itis ascertained 
that it has much amendei the law of last 
year, without departing from the fundamental 
principle upon which it was based. It has 
kept in view the idea that the fran- 
chise of corporations is something to 
be taxed, and that the only guide 
for assessment is to base it upon the value of 
that franchise, as shown by the sworn returns 
made tothe Controller. The careless phrase- 
ology of the bill of last year has been carefully 
remodeled, some ambiguous terms have been 
replaced by more lucid ones, and advantage 
bas been taken of all recent adjudications to 
make the bills secure. An opportunity has 
been extended to the New-York Tax Commis- 
sioners to be heard, orally or by communica- 
tion, and it is believed that they will have 
something tosay. The commission will soon 
take up the question of the taxation of per- 
sonal property. Ths committes and commis- 
sion will meet together to-morrow. 

Mr. L. E. Chittenden, President of the Anti- 
Monopoly League, has written to Mr. Moller 
approving his bill providing for the putting of 
all telegraph wires in New-York City under 
ground. Je advises that it be amended in 
such a manner as to render it free from objec- 
tion, and that then’the members of the League 
may be depended upon to give him all the en- 
couragement possible. 
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THE TRANSPORTATION QUESTION, 

THREE IMPORTANT LINES IN THE FIELD 
CODE—MR. ALVORD’S CHANGE OF MIND 
IN TEN YEARS. 

ALBANY, March 21.—During the last three 
or four days somebody has discovered in the 
Field Civil Code, now awaiting its third read- 
ing, a section which is likely to provoke some 
discussion. No one in the Judiciary Com} 
mittee supposed that it contained any- 
thing bearing upon the much discussed 
railroad questions of the day, and they re- 
ported it favorably without the formality of 
reading it. To be consistent, the Assembly 
will have to pass it. If it does, the Anti-Dis- 
crimination bill will be secured in three lines 
of the Field Code. The section is as follows: 

Section 1,186. A common carrier must not give 
preference, in time, price, or otherwise, to one per- 
son over another, except when expressly author- 
ized by statute. 

Talking with Mr. Alvord about this section, 
the gentleman from Onondaga said he should 
vote against the Code, but did not base his 
opposition to it on the ground of this section. 
In the course of the conversation Mr. Alvord 


alluded to the fact that he was once an advo- 
cate of a pro rata bill pure and simple. Hav- 
ing some curiosity to ascertain what his 
views were, the correspondent of THE 
TIMES resorted to the file of bills for 1871, 
and madea synopsis of the measure which 
Mr. Alvord 10 years ago introduced and 
urged upon the Assembly for adoption. The 
bill was introduced April 8, 1871, read twice 
and referredto the ilroad Committee, by 
which it was considered and reported to the 
House. It was entitled ‘‘ An act to establish 
rates of charge for transportation of passen- 
gers and freight on the New-York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad, to restrict divi- 
dends to stock representing capital actually 
expended in the construction of said road, and 
for other purposes.” It provides that the Cen- 
tral Railroad shall be entitled to receive from 
every passenger arate of fare not exceeding 
1 cent and 6 mills for a greater distance than a 
mile; allows a charge of $1 50 for a sleeping- 
berth or parlor car seat between New-York 
and Buffalo, and a charge of 14 cent a mile for 
a less distance. not exceeding in the aggregate 
$1 50 between any two oints;  pre- 
scribes that first class freight shall be 
carried at not to exceed 2 cents per 
ton per mile, second class freight at not 
to exceed 14g cents per ton per mile, 
third class at 1 cent, and fourth class at 4 
cent. The bill explicitly provides that wheat, 
wheat fiour, Indian corn and corn-meal, rye 
and rye flour, oats and oat-meal, barley, and 
all other cereals, animal foods, live animals 
for set butter, cheese, tallow, and lard, 
if packed mm boxes or packages, shall be carried 
as third class freicht. at 1 cent a ton. Coal. |

iron, copper, and lead and their ores are in- 
cluded in fourth class freights. When trans- 
ported a distance of less than 50 miles the com- 
pany is authorized to charge an additional rate 
of not exceeding 10 per cent. of the rate estab- 
lished by the bill. 

But the bill went further. It provided that in 
no case should the Hudson River Road deciare 
a dividend exceeding 8 per cent. on the cost of 
the road gnd property, and no dividend on 
stock, consolidated certificates, or bonds, or 
any evidence of indebtedness, except when 
the same was issued for an equal amount of 
money other than earnings of the road and 
paid into the treasury for construction or 
equipment. All net earnings above the amount 
authorized to be paid in dividends were to be 
paid semi-annually into the Treasury of the 

State upon report to the Controller, and 
neglect to report or pay was to render the 
company liable to prosecution for the recov- 
ery of $500,000 in each case. The bill also 
provided that no railroad in the State should 
pay more than 8 per cent. dividend on its 
share capital, and exposed all other roads to a 
penalty of $500 for neglect to make returns. 
Then the bill provided that no President, 
Director, employe, or other officer of the Cen- 
tral Road should be, directly or indirectly, in- 
terested in anv sleeping or drawing-room car 
company, nor in any express or freight busi- 
hess, except as stockholders, nor in any con- 
tract whereby any advantage was to be gained, 
under penalty for misdemeanor of from $1,000 
to $10,000 fine and imprisonment of from 20 to 
100 days. The friends of the anti-monopoly 
measures of to-day will be surprised to read 
that 10 years ago Mr. Alvord proposed 
that “‘no company shall grant any mo- 
nopoly or any special privileges to any 
express, freight, or transportation company, 
or to individuals, singly or in association, but 
shail grant the same privileges to each, and 
shall do business for all alike, and at the same 
uniform rates of charges to all who may 
make application; and any company whic 
shall unreasonably deny to, or withhold from, 
any person or company privileges granted to 
others shall forfeit and pay five times the 
amount of charges sustained by such refusal

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A TERRIBLE WRECK OF CARS. 


eels as 

A FREIGHT TRAIN WRECKED ON THE HUD- 
SON RIVER ROAD—A GREAT DESTRUC- 
TION OF PROPERTY. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, March 21.—Old railroad 
men say they never saw such a wreck of cars on 
any railroad as was visible at daylight this morning 
on the north end of Lacey switch, between Staats- 
burg and Hyde Park, on the Hudson River Rail- 
road. At 4:30 o’clock this morning a “drop” 
freight train, consisting of an engine and 30 loaded 
freight cars, was bound south near the place men- 
tioned, The engineer was getting ready to 
go on the switch to let the first Atlantic 
express pass, which was also bound 
south. As he neared the turn-ont he 
concluded he would run along slowly and goon 
the switch atthe south end of it, and blew for 
brakes so asto get his train undercontrol. The 
flagman, whose shanty is at the north end, mistook 
the signal, and, hurrying to the switch bar, turned 
it and let thetrain in onthe north end. It was 
running quite rapidly, and the curve there is quite 
short. Toe engine and one car passed the 
trogs all right, but the second car 


mounted one of them and plunged across 
the up track, and 12 cars followed it. All the dis- 
lodged cars were heavily laden with freight. The 
trucks of one shot from under it, another turned 
on its side and smashed over on the down track to- 
ward the west. Another went in a zigzagg line to 
to the east. Still another turned partly over and 
plunged into asouth-westerly direction, and the 
next crashed intoit, almost entirely destroying 
it, while three others. following, wheeled around 
erosswise of the track. Another dashed into 
them and stood upright. Two platform cars 
were smashed. <A box car plunged into the flag- 
man's shanty, and the thirteenth tumbled intoa 
gully. As soon asthe roaring and crashing of the 
cars ceased the brakemen and conductor, who had 
escaped, heard screams and groans coming from 
beneath an overturned car, and, hastening to it, 
found the head brakeman under it. No part of the 
ear touched him, but he seemed to be terribly 
frightened, and he was at last got out safely, his 
arm only being slightly injured. 

All three tracks were heavily blockaded and no 
trains could pass. One car. contained a load of 
flour for Reynolds & Co, of Poughkeephsie. and 
the flour from the bursted barrels lay in heaps 
along the rails. Another was a car-load of pota- 
toes, and the potatoes were scattered in 
every direction. Baled hay was visible every- 
where, and the contents of a car loaded 
with iron were strewn a long distance. A 
Boston and Albany car was filled with Western 
oats, and the oats lay in piles where the car had 
rolled over. Cars with sides smashed in, cars with 
ends smashed in, truckless cars and carless trucks 
were piled in every direction. Word was sent to 
Tivoli and Poughkeepsie for wrecking trains, and 
W. D. Otis, from the former place, and C. C, 
Cossum, from the latter, soon after arrived 
with large gangs of men and wreck- 
ing ears, derricks, &c. In the mean- 
time the second Atlantic express arrived at the 
scene from the north, and was, of course, stopped. 
Cars that could be torn to pieces and put out of the 
way were thus disposed of as speedily as possible. 
Sides of cars were thrown from the up-track into 
the fields near by, and every exertion was made to 
get one track clear as speedily as possible, and 
in this the men succeeded about noon. But 
before that an engine and several empty passenger 
cars were sent to the wreck from Poughkeepsie, 
and passengers on the second Atlantic, the St. 
Louis express, and the Albany way passenger were, 
with their baggage, transferred to the special and 
sent through to§{New-York, {the second Atlantic’s 
pesseneer being about three hours and a half be- 

ind, the St. Louis express an hour, and the local 
ahalfanhour. When the fast newspaper train, 
which left New-York at 4 A. M., arrived at Pough- 
keepsie, it was held until the transfer train was 
sentto tne scene, when the newspapers and ex- 
press. matter were transferred to the 8 A. M. 
from New-York, which arrived at Hyde Park at 11 
A. M., and remained there until 12:45 P. M., and 
then passed on, being the first train through. This 
single track was used all the afternoon, the down 
track not being cleared uatil nearly dark. 

It is estimated that the loss to the railroad eom- 
pany by the accident is $10,000. While the men 
were pulling away at an overturned car, one of 
the ropes, to which a chain was attached, parted, 
and in the recoil the chain struck one of the 
laborers on the jaw, cutting his face 
badly, but no bones were’ broken. He 
was brought to Poughkeepsie and. sent 
to St. Barnabas Hospital for treatment. The fast 
train which left New-York at 10:30 A. M., with 
members of the Legislature on boaid, went through 
with very little delay, as by the time that train 
arrived at the spot the single track was in use. 
Crowds of people visited the ruins during the day, 
many walking miles to see it. All trains are run- 
ning regularly again. 
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LOUISVILLE CANAL OBSTRUCTIONS. 
CINCINNATI, March 21.—Within three weeks 


four or five river steamers, when attempting to 
enter the canal at Louisville, or emerge from it, 
have been carried down by the current, past the 
upper end of it and precipitated through a gap in 
the dam and stranded on the rocks. Recently a 
powerful steam-tug has been employed to enable 
steamers safely to enter and leave the canal. 
Owing to the fact that the Louisville wharf 1s oc- 
cupied by wharf-boats and floats so near the 
mouth of the canal as to compel vessels 
entering or leaving it to make a_ short 
turn from a point near the main current of 
the river or into it, and so expose a broadside to 
the full force of the stream, the direct damages to 
vessels have been not less than $20,000, and the in- 
direct loss by delay has been estimated at much 
more. The transportation companies have within 
a few days reported the facts to Attorney-General 
MacVeagh, who has power to order the city of 
Louisville to clear the wharf far enough above the 
mouth of thé canal to make exits and entrances by 
steamers safe. It puts a knotty question before 
him for decision.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS 


THE GREEK AND ASIATIC TROU- 
BLES OF TURKEY. 

A NEW PROPOSITION MADE TO THE EURO- 
PEAN AMBASSADORS—GREECE READY TO 
FIGHT UNLESS SATISFIED—ANARCHY ON 
THE ARMENIAN FRONTIER. 

CoNSTANTINOPLE, March 21.—The Otto- 
man delegates have submitted the plan of a 
frontier, ceding to Greece a portion of Thessaly ' 
and the Island of Crete, but giving up no part 
of Epirus, The Ambassadors have transmitted 
the offer to their respective Governments and 
await instructions. 

Lonpon, March 21.—A_ dispatch from 
Athens says: ‘‘ Premier Coumoundouros de- 
clares that, whatever may be the state of prep- 
aration, Greece must and will move prompt- 


ly if the proposition of the Porte is insufficient, . 


unless restrained by military pressure of the 
powers.” ; 

A dispatch from Constantinople says: ‘ At 
the conference on the Greek question on Sat- 
urday the Turkish delegates submitted a new 
proposal which had been suggested by the Am- 
bassadors, by which the Turks make additional 
concessions in Thessaly, and cede Crete instead 
of Epirus. This is probably the extreme limit 
that Turkey will cede to Greece peaceably. 
‘the Ambassadors have referred the proposal to 
their respective Governments. The Ambassa- 
dors consider this as a favorable solution 
which might fairly be urged upon the accept- 
ance of Greece.” 

A dispatch from Constantinople, by the way 
of Varna, says: ‘‘Anarchy prevails on the 
Armenian frontier. The Kurds openly defy 
the Turks. A priest is traversing the country 
preaching rebellion. The popular feeling is so 
strong that the authorities are afraid to inter- 
fere with him. A general outbreak is feared.”’ 

A dispatch from Constantinople to Reuter’s 
Telegram Company says: “It is stated that 
several Persian tribes under a Persian General 
have crossed the frontier toward Bagdad, and 
pillaged several villages.”

THE SURRENDER AT YORKTOWN. 
FRANCE ACCEPTS THE INVITATION TO THE 
YORKTOWN CELEBRATION. 

Paris, March 21.—Mr. Noyes, the Amer- 
ican Minister, to-day handed to President 
Grévy the autograph letter of President Hayes 
inviting the French Government and people 
to send representatives to the centennial cele- 
bration of the surrender of Cornwallis at 
Yorktown. Mr. Noyes said he fulfilled this 
mission with satisfaction. The American peo- 
ple cherished a grateful remembrance of the 
participation of France in the establishment of 
American independence. The celebration of 


the common victory would lose much of its in-: 


terest and lustre it the sister republic was not 
represented. 

President Grévy, in reply, expressed his 
gratification, and thanked the American Gov- 
ernment for its recognition of the part the 
French took in the work of American inde- 
pendence. France, having shared the labor, 
would also share the rejoicing. He dwelt on 
the marvelous development of the United States 
during the century of independedce, and con- 
cluded by declaring that France would be rep- 
resented at thecelebration. Mr. Noyes thanked 
the President, and said the representatives of 
France would be the guests of the United 
States Government. 

Mr. Noyes will senda special invitation to 
M. Oscar de Lafayette and the members of 
his family to attend the centenary.

THE BRITISH TO LEAVE KANDAHAR 
PREPARATIONS COMPLETE FOR THE EVACUA- 
TION—THE AMEER MARCHING TO THE 
CITY. 

Lonpon, March 21.—A dispatch from 
Kandahar says: ‘All is ready for the march 
of the entire British force at the shortest no- 
tice, but there is no symptom of the establish- 
ment of a local Government. Ayoob Khan’s 
envoys are still here, but no negotiations have, 
apparently, begun.” 

A dispatch from Calcutta says: ‘‘It seems 
no longer doubtful that negotiations have been 
completed for the transfer of Kandahar to the 


Ameer, Abdurrahman Khan, and that the 
British are only waiting until he is strong 
enough to relieve them. It is stated that the 
Ameer is pushing his force toward Kandahar.”’ 
In the Gena of Commons this afternoon, 
Lord Hartington, Secretary of State for India, 
made a statement to the effect that the Ameer, 
Abdurrahman Khan, has agreed to take over 
Kandahar, that troops from Kabul are oax- 
pected there early in April, that the British 
are fully prepared to leave, and that several 
Kandahar Sirdars have already written to the 
Ameer offering their allegiance to him. The 
Daily News says there cannot be the faintest 
doubt that the House of Commons will, by a 
large majority, approve the decision of the 
Cabinet to evacuate Kandahar.

Lonpon, March 21.—The Arms bill has 
received the royal assent.

A FACTORY-IN ROCHESTER BLOWN 
TO ATOMS. 

ONE, DEAD MAN AND FOUR WOUNDED MEN 
TAKEN FROM’ THE RUINS—AN ENGI- 
NEER’S CARELESSNESS. 

RocwHEster, N. Y., March’ 21.—A start- 
ling explosion, at 6:45 o’clock this morning, 
shattered the brick building: used for manufac- 
turing purposes at Nos. 125, 127, and 129 North 
Water-street, in the heart of the city. At 
first neither the cause nor the nature of the ex- 
plosion could be surmised. Scores of mechan- 


_ics and shop girls, employed in the adjoining 


buildings, had just arrived to begin work at 7 
o’clock. These were frightened severely, and 
ran screaming into the street, supposing the 
frightful shock had its origin imtheir own places 
‘of employment. But when the-dust and smoke 
had partially cleared away, it} was discovered 
that the Rochester Hydraulic Company’s 
building had been blown to atoms by the burst- 
ing of a steam boilerin the basement. The 


building fronted on North Water-street, its 
.Tear constituting a wall to the east bank of the 
Genesee River. Hardly enough of its wood- 
work remained hangsing together to make 
much fire, but the fragments were soon in 
flames. An alarm summoned the Fire Depart- 
ment and Police. 

Then the work of rescuing the unfortunate 
victims from the-débris was pushed vigorously. 
John Schell, a machimmist, residing at No. 1 
Herman-street, was first rescued from the 
ruins. He was;in a semi-conscious state, 
and had severe’ wounds upon the head 
and bruises on fhe limbs. @ was passing 
on the sidewal/x with his brother Joseph 
when the building fell. The frightful cries 
of another-victim in the basement led to the 
discovery of William Richner, the engineer, 
near the shattered boiler. He was horribly 
scalded on ‘the right side, and his right leg was 
broken at the thigh and in several places lower 
down. W/b.en taken to his home, at No. 20 
Joiner-str¢-et, his pain was so excruciating that 
he begged to be shot and relieved from his 
agony. In removing the clothes from his 
persor. for treatment, the skin on the right 
side peeled off with them. He had severe 
scaly .wounds, and is almost frantic from 
pain ‘and = shock. He can tell nothing 
_of, how the boiler explosion was caused. Sub- 
sequently the workmen rescued David Clark, 
,® machinist, who had two ribs broken, his 
‘head badiy cut, and his left leg bruised. 
Matthias Mett, a German iron-molder, whe 
only eight days ago landed in New-York, was 
next taken from the ruins. His head and body 
were painfully but not dangerously bruised 
He was also passing on the sidewalk at the 
time of the explosion. The next discovery 
was that of Joseph Schell’s body, crushed inte 
_a shapeless mass beneath a pile of débris on the 
sidewalk. The entire upper part of the head 
rand face;to the. mouth had been crushed 
‘or torn away, the neck, ears, and base 
_of the skull alone remaining. Hanging to the 
Tight arm was a lunch-basket. The remainder 
‘of his body was literally pounded to pulp. He 
had been walking by the side of his brother 
John on the inside of the walk, and suffered 
this terrible fate, while John escaped with 
only temporary injuries. Joseph was a hee] 
scourer in John Kelly’s shoe factory. He was 
21 years old, and one of a widowed mother’s 
‘four young sons. No other victims, living or 
dead, had been discovered when the workmen 
finished overhauling the débris this evening. 
_There would have been 26 men in the building 
had the explosion occurred 15 minutes later. 

The losses to property were as follows: 
Rochester Hydraulic Company, owner of the 
_building, $20,000; Frank Schweikert, billiard 
manufacturer, second floor, 35,000; Burt & 
Brace, chair marmfacturers, third floor, $2,000: 
Henry Wilson & Co., millers, first floor, $1,000; 
Hatch Flexible Shoe Company, second floor 
of adjoining building, $300. The boiler which 
exploded was purchased new from a Syracuse 
firm 10 years ago. It wasa tubular heating 
boiler of 25-horse power. It was overhauled, 
repaired, and pronounced safe, two years 
by Peter Kelly, of this city. 
Its capacity was 110 pounds of steam, 
but it had only 15 pounds when it 
exploded, as nearascan be ascertained. After 
careful investigation, the cause of the explo- 
sion is believed to be that William Richner, the 
engineer, blew off the water to clean out the 
boiler flues, Saturday night, and turned on 
cold water some minutes after it was thoroughe¢ 
ly heated this. morning. 
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LAW-MAKING IN CONNECTICUT. 
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*MUCH DISCUSSION OF THE OYSTER QUESTION 


—NEW-HAVEN’S CHARTER. 

‘ Hartrorp, March 21.—The present session of 
the Legislature is likely to be the longest for many 
years. This is nota matter of serious importance 
to the State, as the members receive only $300 each, 
whether the session be short or long. Thus far 
the legislation has not been of special consequence, 
nor is it likely ‘to be. An unusually large lobby has 
been in attendance, and is supposed to have made 
its expenses from the insurance companies, the 
oyster men,and the city of New-Haven, which is 
seeking gn amended charter. The life insurance 
companies, while not securing all the reduction of 
taxation which they desired, have done remarka- 
bly well, the new law grading the reduction, so 
that.in three years it will reach the amount asked 


for. The oyster question is ‘still pending. The 
State controls about 6,000 acres of public grounds 
in the deep waters of the Sound, from which are 
obtained the seed oysters for the private grounds 
which line the shore from Greenwich to Madison, 
and which produce some of the finest oysters in the 
world. The business has been rapidly growing 1n 
importance, a large export trade to Great Britain 
having been developed. The majority of the 
cultivators are men of small means, who 
use sail-boats for dredging on the public grounds, 
and who cultivate small beds. Recently, however, 
some of the larger operators have secured steam- 
boats, and in this way are able to cultivate larger 
tracts and to secure the lion’s share of seed from 
the public beds. The many small operators grum- 
ble at this, and are endeavoring to secure the 
passage of a law prohibitingsteam dredging. They 
claim, first, that steam dredging destroys the na. 
tural beds, and, secondly, that it favors a smali 
monopoly at the expense of the many. The de- 
cision of the Legislature will probably hinge on the 
first objection. If it is proved that the beds are be- 
ing destroyed by steam dredging, the business must 
be ee. But it will prove a difficult question 
to decide, since the expert testimony is, as usual, 
about equally divided. The sail-boat men swear 
that the natural beds are ruined, while the steam- 
boat men, with equal positiveness, swear that they 
are benefited. Meantime, the Legislature is treated 
to oysters and the. lobby grows fat. 

The New-Haven charter question is an attempt 
on the part of the Republicans of that city to se- 
cure an equitable voice in the management of city 
affairs. At present the Democrats have supremo 
control, and local matters are badly mismanaged. 
As the Representatives from the city are Demo- 
crats, the measure designed to secure a better gov- 
ernment had to be introduced by a Representative 
from a neighboring town, backed by some of the 
principal New-Haven Republicans. The principa! 
change proposed was in the constitution of va- 
rious commissions on streets, Police, &c. The 
pending bill ie for the election by the Com- 
mon Council of boards consisting of two from 
each party, the fifth member to be elected by the 
board. In case of a tie, which under this plan 
would be quite probable, the fifth member to be 
elected by the County Commissioners, who are 
elected by the Legislature, and who, therefore, 
would be usually Republican, thus securing Repub. 
lican controlof the boards. To this measure o 
—— is made by some of the prominent Repub. 
icans of New-Haven, men like Dr. Leonard 
Bacon and ex-President Woolsey, of Yale, who ob- 
ject to having local officers elected by others than 
citizens.

Satt Lake, March 8.—RSalt Lake City is 
not at its prettiest at this time of year, as the 
trees are notin leaf nor the flowers in bloom, 
but in six weeks from now it will be one of the 

most beautiful towns on the continent. The 
past Winter has been very mild, with a light 
mow-fall. I read in the press dispatches from 
the Eastern States of heavy snow-storms and 
intense cold. Here in this valley the skies are 
clear, with scarcely a speck of a cloud, the 
streets deep in Cust, and the atmosphere as 
warm es it usually isin June in New-York. 
There are no extremes of heat and cold in this 
valley. Inthe Winter the surrounding moun- 
tains shield it from the cold blasts, and in the 
Summer the heat is tempered by the cool 
draughts from the mountains. The climate, 
taken right through, is very healthful, and as 
pure as can be found in the world. 

I have said that Salt Lake is a pretty city. 
It isanditis not. It contains many fine build- 
ings and beautiful residences and grounds, but 
they are marred by the proximity of tumble- 
down rookeries and rickety shanties. In pass- 
ing along the main street the eye will be at- 
tracted by a stately business block, standing 
isolated but for an old-fashioned, white-washed 
one-story adobe cuddled by its side. The adobe 


isa relic of the old days. It does well enough 
1s a reminiscenc>, but isunsightly, and detracts 
trom the appearance ot its tall neighbor. Pass 

long a residence street and you see a gorgeous 
mansion, with beautifully laid out grounds, 
with lawns, shrubbery, and orchards, all sur- 
rounded with a handsomeiron fence of modern 
pattern, and in the grounds, in full sight from 
the street, stands the old log cabin 
which was the home ot the Mormon 
mabob who now occupies the mansion 
in the early days of the Territorv, when he 
followed the star of fanaticism across the 
plains in the wake of an ox team. All through 
the city can be seen the landmarks of these 
early days. In places, the remains of the 
moud wall thrown up as an intrenchment 
against the Indians; hers a log cabin, green

with moss and siime; there an adobe, whose: |! 


ancient origin the bright coat of whitewash 
intensifies instead of conceals. The streets of 
the city are Liosd, and in many of them, in- 
stead of gutters next ihe sidewalks, are ditches 
through which runs a stream of pure, spark- 
ling water. To this running water, passing 
continuously on each side of the ’prinei ipal 
streets, is probably attributable the excellent 
health of the city.

Up to about 1870 
liquor was not allowed to be sold at all at 
public sale, but with Gentile influx the Church 
opened a wholesale liquor store, and permitted 
bars and saloons under the above-named re- 
strictions. 

When I was here in 1865 I was invited by a 
friend to join him in a social glass. He took 
me a tortuous route through narrow streets 
one alleys until we came to the rear of a two- 

brick building. Against the rear wall a 
iad er was set. We mounted the ladder, 
entered a window, and foundabar. In the 
room where perhaps a dozen Gentiles, who all 
spoke in whispers, and cautioned me ‘that this 
thing was strictly masonic. ‘If we are caught 
atit, we wili be arrested, fined every dollar 
they can find by searching our clothes, and 

perhaps get long terms in jail.” It was 
too much risk for a drink. = It 
was safer to go to the Bishop of 
one of the wards, put ona wry face, swear 
you were at the point of death ‘toons cholera- 
morbus, and tip him with a ten-dollar bill for 
an order on the Church store for a quart of 
‘* valley tan,”’ for which you were mulcted in 
$5 more. Valley tanis a compound distilled 
by the Mormons from wheat. An intelligent 
Gentile could manufacture better whisky out 
of sawdust and old junk. 

The Mormon Church has ever combined bus- 
iness with religion. It has built railroads, tel- 
egraph lines, and canals, opened streets, put up 
blocks of buildings, built woolen mills, and, at 
one time, monopolized every branch of busi- 
ness in the Territory. The Church in business 
is known as the Zion’s Co-operative Mercan- 
tile Institution. Up toa few years ago nearly 
every store in Utah bore this sign:

In a 
ramble through the city to-day I saw only 
three ‘‘ Co. Op.” signs, and they consisted of 
merely the initials, without the eye or the 
Holiness to the Lord, as Z, C. M. I. Drug De- 
partment, Z, C. M. "I. Produce Department, 
and the simple Jetters Z. M. set 
up across the centre of the roof of 
the large building in which the head-quarters 
of the ins titution are situated. For a time the 
Z. C, M. I. controlled nearly the entire trade 
of the Territory in every article of merchan- 
dise and in every branch of business, from 
banking to whisky-selling; but railroads and 
Gentile competition have crowded it down, 
until now its patronage comes only from the 
most fanatical Mormons, who would never let 
a dollar of their money find its way intoa 
Gentile hand if they could help it.

A NEW LEGAL QUESTION DECIDED. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The United States 
Supreme Court to-day decided the case of Eliza J. 
Dennick, Administratrix, &c., plaintiff in error, 
against the Central Railroad Company of 
New-Jersey. The plaintiff, an Administratrix ap- 
pointed in New-York under a New-York law, sued 
a New-Jersey corporation underthe New-Jersey 
statute relating to injuries resulting in death. The 
death occurred in New-Jersey. The court below 
directed a verdict for the defendants on 
the ground that a New-York Administratrix 
had no cause of action conferred upon 
her by the New-Jersey statute, inasmuch as 
that statute gave aright of action only to a New- 
Jersey Representative as Trustee of a special trust 
to be collected, administered, and distributed only 
under the New Jersey law. in the absence of any 
con‘rolling ponent B or general concurrence of de- 
vision, this court holds that it must decide for itself 
the question now for the first time presented to it, 
and with every respect for the courts which have 
held otherwise, it is of opinion that sound princi- 
ples clearly authorize the Administrator, in cases 
like this, to maintain the action. Judgment is re- 
versed, with costs, and the cause remanded, with 
directions to award anew trial. The opinion was 
by Justice Miller.

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BISHOP WILLIAMS ON CHURCH AND 
STATE IN ENGLAND. 

THIRD LECTURE IN THE COURSE ON 
REFORMATION—-CHURCH OLDER THAN 
STATE—REVENTS IN THE TIME OF aeebeial 
THE EIGHTH. 
The third lecture in the course on ‘‘ The Eng- 
lish Reformation”? was delivered before the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary by the Right Rev. John 
Williams, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of Connecticut, in 
Association Hall, last evening. The body of the 
hall was filled by alarge audience. Bishop Potter 
= on the platform. The subject of the discourse 
“The Relations of Church and State in England 

as penne at the Reformation.” Bishop Williams 
said that closely connected with the action taken by 
the Church at the Reformation with regard to 


Papal jurisdiction was its action in respect to royal 


supremacy. Many persons have an idea that the 
State and the Church.of England entered into some 
kind of compact by means of which the Church 
was established by law. The fact is that the 
Church existed for centuries before Parliament 
was established, arid when she is spoken of as 
“by law established, ” the phrase simply means 
that she has received the sanction of the 
State, and that she is protected in her rights 
and her endowments by the law of the land. The 
State never gave the Church her organization. It 
would be far more correct to say that the Church 
shaped the Government of England. Her Synods, 
which enacted the canons, led the way to the na- 
tional Parliaments which made the laws of the 
realm.’ The Church is more ancient than the 
Crown, the Constitutions, or the Parliaments of 
England. Still, itis true ‘that in very early times 
the English sovereigns had close connections an 
relations withthe Church, and these connections 
and relations were recognized at least two centu- 
ries before Great Britain was brought under one 
King. At the pone of the Reformation, by the 
joint action of the Church and the State, the Papal 
jurisdiction having been overthrown, these relations 
sa expressed in the law of the Church and of the 
tate. 

In 1531 was enacted the first act of the so-called 
union of Church and State, and in its passage 
Henry VIII., who was selfishly and outrageously 
tyrannical, failed to gain his object. He proposed 
to insert in the title of the act “The English 
Church and clergy, of which he, the King, is the 
protector and the supreme head.” The Convoca- 
tion of Canterbury refused to accept this preamble, 
and finally, after several other propositions, the 
King was forced to be content with the title ‘‘ su- 
preme head, so far as consistent with the suprem 
acy of Jesus Christ.” In this sense the King had 
long been recognized as the royal head of 
the Church, so that by adopting this title 
the Convocation made no break in the principles 
of the old Church of England. In 1582 the King de- 
manded that no canon should be enacted by the 
clergy without the royal consent, that a commission 
of 16 clergymen and 16 members of Parliament be 
——— y himself to review the canons and 

rogate such as they thought proper, and that the 
canons then remaining should stand onl 
royal assent had been given. The last o 
mands was the obnoxious one, and the Conyoca- 
tion bravely refused to accede to it. Had they 
done so, all the laws of the Church, past and to 
come, would have been completely at the mercy of 
the sovereign, and he would, indeed. have been the 
supreme head of the Church. The King was finally 
forced to yield this point, and the Church then 
agreed to an act, providing that no canons be 
assed except at meetings licensed by the King for 
business, and ‘hat all should receive the Royal as- 
sent. This was whatis known as ‘the Submission 
of the Clergy."" The Act of Supremacy was passed 
by Parliament alone In 1584, the Church having no 
partin it. It authorized the King to amend and 
reform all errors, abuses. and enormities in the 
government of the Church, which might lawfully 
be reformed. By thisactno new power in the sove- 
reign was created. It was his prerogativein the 
ola Church, and he simply reassumed a power 
which he had not exercised for about a century 
Bishop Williams claimed that in ail these 
acts during the Reformation in regard to 
the relations between Church and State, there was 
siraply a recurrence to the ancient usages of the 
Church, and that no change was made in the 
doctrines which it had professed from the begin 
ning. The whole subject of Church and State in 
England could be summed up in one sentence. 
While the authority of the Church was originally 
from God, the right to exercise it in certain places 
with power to enforce its decrees, and infitct pen- 
alties, was not from God, but from the State. The 
lecture lasted just one hour, and was listened to 
with great attention, not only by the students, but 
by the remainder of the large audience.

SENSATION AND PAIN, 
TREATED WITH REFERENCE '[0 MAN AND 


LOWER ANIMALS BY DR. C. F. TAYLOR. 

At the meeting of the Academy of Sciences 
last evening the walls in the rear of the platform 
were draped and decorated with many strange- 
looking diagrams—-among them diagrams of the 
nervous systems of an ascidian and a centipede, of 
the cerebro-spinal axis of man, and of a tangled 
group of nerve-cells highly magnified, resembling 
gigantic spiders, with legs inserted without par- 
ticular regard to order. These remarkable figures 
were necessary to the illustration of the lecture, 
which was by Dr. Charies Fayette Taylor, on 

‘Sensation and Pain,’ and formed the third in 
the course of free lectures given under 
the auspices of the Academy. Dr. ‘Taylor 
introduced his subject by referring to a 
diagram intended to illustrate the most primitive 
aspect of nervous action. The cut consisted of a 
central mass, representing a nerve-cell or centre, 
and two narrow tracts, the one representing a 
sensory and the other a motornerve. Pointing to 
Dr. Taylor said that an impulse 
or impression received at its distal extremity was 
the 
central mass, compossd of a very sensitive and un- 
stable compound. Ip this mass the impression un- 
derwent such an alteration that when propa 
along the efferent tract it had the 
power of setting in motion any tissue upon 
which the fibres of the tract were distributed. Ifa 
muscle, contraction took place; if a gland, the ap- 
propriate secretory ofiice was set in motion. The 
nervous system of the ascidian (a simple sac-like 
organism) was nearly as primitive as this ideal rep- 
resentation that he had just explained. But when 
one came to the centipede and began to study its 
nervous anatomy, amore complex organization was 
presented, consisting of a series of centres, exactly 
aS many as there were pairs of legs, strung 
upon a nervous thread. Each of these centres 
had an action to a certain degree  ip- 
dependent. When the feet of the animal 
came in contact with ‘a surface, the 
nerves distributed to them received a certain 
stimulation which was propagated to the centre, 
and there transformed into a motor impulse py 


Which the muscular structures of the legs were set 
in motion. That this was the case was shown by 
the fact that if one decapitated acentipede while 
in motion the body would continue its forward pro-

From the nervous system of the centipede, Dr. 
‘Taylor made an abrupt transition to the human 
brain and spinal cord, the structure of which he 
explained as a congeries of centres and anala- 
gous to that of the centipede. He could 
find only one fundamental difference he- 
tween the human brain and that of 
the inferior animals: and this was that, while the 
changes which occurred in the nervous centres of 
the latter were always set in motion by sensory 
stimuli, those which occurred in the former were 
not always of external origin, but might 
arise from causes within the brain or conscious- 
ness itself. In analyzing the sensations of sight 
and hearing, Dr. Taylor showed the complexity of 
these apparently simple acts, the former, for ex- 
ample, consisting, first. of an impression upon the 
retina; secondly, of the transmission of this im- 
pression to the cerebral centre, and, finally, of its 
comparison with other visual sensations and its 
record as a visual judgment. He regarded 
every nervous act as consisting essentially of 
a sensory impression; a pulsation or throb of the 
nervous centre, accompanied by a discharge of 
force, and the translation of this centrally-gen- 
erated impulse to the muscle or organ. His dis- 
crimination between simple sensation and pain 
5 to rest upon the relative intensity of 
the mnareetoe made upon the nervous cen- 
tre me . was the seat of the pulsation or change. 
Dr. Taylor cited some instances in which pain had 
persisted purely as a subjective sensation after the 
disease in which it began had entirely disappeared. 
One lady went lame of a supposed disease of the 
hip-joint for eight years, from a purely subjective 
belief that she had that disease, and suffered al] the 
pain incident to the reality.

FOUR YEARS IN LITIGATION. 

A REMARKABLE AND COMPLICATED WILL 
CASE AMONG MEMBERS OF ONE FAMILY. 
HONESDALE, Penn., March 21.—A contested 

will case, resulting from complicated family diffi- 

culties, was disposed of at the late term of the 
courts of this county, after being four years in 
litigation. The peculiarity of the case was that 
the will over which the contest occurred was made 
after the testator had been adjudged a lunatic, and 
was admitted to probate by the then Register of 
the county, notwithstanding that fact. Catherine 

Hoban, was the mother of James and Patrick 

Hoban, of Hawley, Penn., to which village the 

family came from Ireland about 25 years ago. 

James Hoban engaged in the mercantile business 

in that place. His brother Patrick was married 

to Bridget Hennigan, whose brother Thomas was 
an assistant of James Hoban, in the latter's 
store, haying no other interest that was known 
than that of an employe, although the store was 
known asJames Hoban & Co.'s. Patrick Hoban 
was well-to-do. He died in 1869, making provision 
in his will for the support of his mother, who was 
then in her eighty-fourth year. Under this provi- 
sion of the will it was ordered by the Orphans’ 

Court of Wayne County that the Administrators of 

Patrick’s estate should pay to old Mrs. Hoban $50 

a month so long as she lived. In May, 1870, Thomas 

Hennigan died, and in June following his sister, 

the widow of Patrick Hoban, was granted letters 

of administration on his estate, she claiming that 
he had been an equal partner with her brother-in- 
law, James Hoban, in the mercantile business. 

This James denied, declaring that Hennigan had 

never been anything more than a clerk. He resisted 

the claim of his sister-in-law, employing the Hon. 

F, M. Crane, and C. 8, Minor, of Honesdale, as his 

counsel. 

This disturbance of the heretofore peaceful rela- 
tions of the Hoban family created a great sensa- 
tion in the community, and when, two weeks after 
taking issue at law with his brother's widow, 
James Hoban was found dead ina creek running 
through the village, there were loud ex iggy of 
the belief that he was a victim of foul pla Singa- 
larly no investigation of the matter was 5 atdeoed. 
After the gossip over the Hoban and Hennigan 
complications had ceased and the affairs of the 
family had passed from the public mind, the whole 
matter was again brought prominently forward by 
the appointment of Peter Walsh, of Scranton, a 
cousin of Bridget Hoban, Patric k’s widow, as Ad- 
ministrator of the estate of James Hoban, the 
cause of whose death was stilla mystery. From 
the extent of James Hoban’s business and his trans- 
actions while alive, it was generally believed that 
he was worth not less than $30,000 when he died. 
It was positively known that there were $3,000 in 
cash in his safe, and that his store was full of goods 
the night he left it for the last time. Yet the inven- 
tory ot his estate, prepared by Peter Walsh 
as Administrator, showed assets amounting only to 
$776. An investigation of this was commence as fi 
the suit of old Mrs. Hoban, the mother of the } a 
ceased man. Before the suit had taken form, the 
inventory filed by Walsh suddenly disappeared 
from the files of the Recorder’s office, and in its 
place was found another, but not filed of record, 


which admitted assets to the amount of $15,000 in 
James's estate. The matter was in the courts un-

‘s On the assumption that Congress will 
probably be called together again this Spring, 
principally for the purpose of providing for 
a refunding of the maturing 5 and 6 per 
cent. bonds, it is worth while considering 
the situation in which the question will in all 
probability be found. According to our 
Washington dispatches of yesterday, the out- 
standing fives amount to $463,660,650, and 
the sixes to $196,366,550, in all $660,027,- 
200. Of these, much the larger part, 
namely,’ the fives, are redeemable on the 
1st of May, and the 6 per cents on the 30th 
of June next. Thesurplus revenue, which is 
estimated at some $45,000,000 up to the 
close of the fiscal year, if applied to this in- 
debtedness, would leave in round numbers 
$615,000,000 to be provided for. : The re- 
funding of this amount, or of so much of it 
as it may not. be deemed advisable to pay 
off by surplus revenue, is the work to which 
Congress will be required to devote its at- 
tention. 

In order to accomplish this task, which is 
by no means an easy one, it will be neces- 
sary to treat it with the greatest possible di- 
rectness and energy, and to keep it clear of 
every embarrassing complication. When 
the subject was before the Forty-sixth Con- 
gress, it was urged by those who were in a 
position to speak with the greatest authority 
that the new loan could be negotiated at 
3 per, cent.- if reasonable pains 
taken *to enlist the active and_ hearty 
co-operation of the national banks. 
We shared in this view at that time, and 
supported it with arguments which appeared 
to us based on common sense and common 
justice. Such a policy would then have 
been , timely and practical, and would, be- 
yond.doubt, have produced very desirable 
results. It is very questionable, however, 
if . it could’ now be proposed with 
any? prospect: of success. The unfor- 
tunate occurrences which followed the 
passage of the late Refunding bill by the 
Senate have aroused so strong a feeling 
with reference to the national banks, and 
especially among those who regard these in- 
stitutions principally from the politician’s 
stand-point, that it would be quite hopeless 
to connect with a refunding bill any conces- 
sions to the banks. 

On the other hand, it ought to be under- 
stood that any attempt to change the law 
with reference to the banks would, entirely 
independent of the intrinsic merits of the 
proposed changes, be likely to prove equally 
‘fatal to the success of the bill. If the banks 
cannot now be invited by fair and honorable 
inducements to take a leading part in the 
work of refunding, they cannot in justice 
be made the object of any unfriendly 
legislation. In other words, refund- 
ing, if it is to succeed at all, must 
be taken up by itself, and the only ques- 
tions which ought to be decided in any bill for 
this purpose are the very simple and sub- 
stantial ones of the rate of interest, the term 
of the bonds, the proportion between time 
bonds and short Treasury notes, and the al- 
lowance for the expenses of negotiation. 
If’ Congress can sufficiently restrain the 
tendency of its members to branch into all 
sorts of side ventures in a matter of this 
sort, and to treat the essential problem 
in a business-like manner, there is no reason 
why refunding should not be provided for 
in a manner practically insuring a satisfac- 
tory and even brilliant degree of success. 
Under all the circumstances, the best mode 
of disposing of the subject would be to fix 
upon a maximum rate of interest, which 
meed not be higher than 84 ver cent., and 


were 
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upon a maximum term for the bonds, 
which might be as short as twenty years, 
and then direct the 
Treasury to negotiate the loan on the most 
favorable conditions that he could procure. 
Whatever may have been the political ob- 
jections to giving such discretion to the 
Government at the last session, there can be 
none now. The House may not be abso- 
lutely in sympathy with the Executive in 
financial matters, considering political di- 
visions only, but there should be a very con- 
siderable majority, independent of politics, 
prepared to act in this case for the best 


interest of the whole country. The conser-. 


vative Democrats, who may have deemed it 
aparty duty when the House was Demo- 
cratic to keep the control of financial legisla- 
tion in the hands of their party, and 
to define rigidly the scheme for which 
they made themselves responsible, can 
have no scruples now in avoiding unne- 
cessary complications by placing the general 
management of refunding with the financial 
Secretary. It is to him that, within certain 
prescribed general limits, it properly be- 
longs. The responsibility no longer attaches 
to a party majority in opposition to the 
Administration, and there is no reason 
why such responsibility should be as- 
sumed by the Republican majority in- 
stead of being shared in a proper de- 
gree with the department which. can 
naturally, easily, and with advantage bear a 
portion of it. It is quite probable, should 
an extra session be called, as now seems 
nearly certain, that this is the policy which 
will be recommended to Congress 
by: the Secretary of the Treasury, 
with the concurrence of the President. 
It is, by all odds, the policy that promises 
the best results and avoids most successfully 
the difficulties and uncertainties extending 
to the probability of complete failure which 
threaten to follow any attempt by Congress 
to regulate minutely the process of refunding. 


THE RAILROAD COMMISSION BILL, 


It is expected that the Railroad Committee 
of the Assembly will to-day consider the bill 
providing for a Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners and decide whether or not to report in 
favor of its passage. A single hearing has 
been given by the committtee, at which Mr. 
Cuaunxcey M. Deprew appeared as the prin- 
cipal opponent of the bill, and employed 
ridicule instead of argument in his treatment 
of it. Mr. Depew is well known as the 
counsel of the New-York Central and Hud- 
son River Railroad Company, and it is to be 
presumed that the attitude which he assumed 
toward the proposed commission is to be 
taken as that of the railway interest. If that 
is the case, they are disposed to treat a sub- 
ject of great importance to them and to the 
public in a mistaken and _- short-sighted 
spirit. It is not a matter to be disposed 
of with the badinage of an after-dinner 
speech or to be considered with no serious 
reference to the interests involved. The 
position of members of the Assembly com- 
mittee in regard to reporting the bill for 
action is the subject of curious speculation. 
It is a strange coincidence that when a legis- 
lator is found to be opposed to measures in- 
tended to guard the public interest and to 
restrain the encroachments of corporations, 
he is almost always found also to have some 
personal relation or interest which accounts 
for his position. 

The pending bill is in all material respects 
the same that underwent a mysterious de- 
feat in the Assembly last year. It is one of 
the series of bills reported by the Hepburn 
committee as the result of its investigation 
of rdilroad abuses and the need of legisla- 
tion. It is, indeed, one of the most impor- 
tant of those well-considered measures, and 
is characterized by the moderate and 
conservative spirit in which they were 
all framed. It provides for the appoint- 
ment of three Railroad Commissioners 
and defines their duties. These are confined 
almost exclusively to investigating, 
ommending, and reporting. In other words, 
the principal function of the proposed 
commission is to bring the working of the 
railroad companies into the full light of pub- 
licity, to ascertain the ground of complaints, 
to endeavor to secure a remedy for grievances 
by making representations to the corporations, 
to examine into facts and report them, to 
promote the enforcement of laws by bringing 
their violation to light, and furnishing the 
Attorney-General with the basis for legal 
proceedings when necessary, and to present 
from time to time such suggestions in re- 
gard to legislation as observation and expe- 
rience may produce. The necessary pow- 
ers for obtaining evidence and making thor- 
ough inquiry are conferred upon the Com- 
missioners, but they have no coercive au- 
thority of their own. 

If the railroad companies of this State are 
willing to conduct their business on a basis 
of justice and fair dealing, such as would 
commend itself to the approval of intelligent 
and honest men, they can have no reason 
for opposing such a commission as is 
proposed. It is sometimes said that 
people are prejudiced against the cor- 
porations by appeals to their fears or 
their ignorance. They magnify the extor- 
tions and abuses of which they hear vague 
reports, and believe them to be general 
when they are exceptional. They are 
misled by a false or imperfect information, 
and under a sense of outrage and wrong, 
largely imaginary, demand _ restrictions 
that would be ruinous in practice. Com- 
plaints of this kind put forward by rail- 

Way managers or their representatives are 
not without foundation. People are not suf- 
ficiently acquainted with the facts and do 
not clearly enough understand the exi- 
gencies of the railroad business to judge 
fairly of alleged wrongs or to know precise- 
ly what ought to be done. How are they to 
be properly enlightened, and how can they 
be placed in a position to render a 
fair judgment in case of controversy or dif- 
ficulty 2? The very object of a commission 
such as the pending bill provides for is to 
judge and act on behalf of the people with 
that fullness of knowledge and complete- 
ness of view that can only be attained 
through the powers and means of investiga- 
tion conferred upon it. 

A railroad commission constituted as pro- 
posed would have no power and no motive 
to injure the legitimate interests of the rail- 
roads. If it found wrong and injustice in 
any case it might effect a remedy, but have 
railroads the right or do they ask the privi- 
lege of committing wrongs without remedy ? 
It might, on the other hand. find com- 
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plaints to be groundless, or practices that 
are denounced to be in some cases and in 
certain circumstances justified and even un- 
avoidable. In that case they would so re- 
port and free the railroads from undeserved 


Teproach. Such a commission should, in 


fact, serve to secure simple justice between 
the railroads and the public. 
thing to be feared and the means of 
securing justice a matter to be avoided? To 
admit this is to furnish the strongest proof 
of the need of both. An important pur- 
pose of the commission is to shape legisla- 
tion in the future. Laws resulting from 
their familiarity with the requirements on 
both sides would be framed with a due re- 
gard for the rights and interests of the cor- 
porations and the public alike. This is not 
a matter of experiment. It has been 
tried elsewhere with successful results, in 
eradicating abuses, silencing complaints, 
and improving the laws. It is decidedly in 
the, line of careful and conservative action. 





COLLEGE DIVERSIONS. 

It is announced in the news of the day 
that a party of undergraduates of Dart- 
mouth College will shortly make a tour of 
the country, giving concerts. The company, 
it is added, ‘‘will present an opera.” A 
rival association from Yale College is also 
ready to take the field, visiting the principal 
cities of the Atlantic States from Boston to 
Washington. The profits of the Dartmouth 
operatic enterprise are to be turned over to 
the college base-ball association. It is not re- 
ported what use will be made of the income 
of the Yale troupe, but it is presumed that 
the college boat club will be the gainer 
by this engagement, should it be successful. 
The treasury of a college boat-club is like 
that daughter of the horse-leech which is 
described .in the proverbs of SoLoMON as 
continually crying, ‘‘Give! give!’’ Those 
who have had the pleasure of listening to 
the Yale singers know very well that they 
form an excellent and well-drilled troupe. 
It will be a pleasure to listen to their perform- 
ances. The opera company from Dart- 
mouth may have a local reputation, but they 
have yet torun the gantlet of metropolitan 
criticism, which is usually severe, although 
the metropolitan city of Cincinnati is a shin- 
ing example of enthusiastic liberality in the 
treatment of operatic artists. 


It is pleasant to see colleges, which, in the 
old fogy times, were known as ‘‘ institutions 
of learning,’’ transformed into schools of 
amusement. Inthe terrible and barbarous 
days when unruly or inattentive students 
were fined so many lines of Virgil for sins 
of omission or commission, and when col- 
lege authorities actually demanded perfect 
recitations and absolute readiness in the 
mental drill which was the rule of the insti- 
tution, the Dons would have been aghast at 
opera companies, singing societies, base-ball 
‘‘nines,”’ and rowing clubs organized inside 
the college and maintained by itinerant 
bands of minstrels. Those old fossils little 
dreamed of the progress which would be made 
in college government, and in the formation 
of a college curriculum, within fifty years. 
Those of our middle-aged readers who were 
once college men are disposed to murmur at 
the hard fate which sent them into the 
world a generation too early. The young 
fellows of to-day have fallen upon pleasant 
and easy times, compared with the era in 
which the scholars, lawyers, and literary 
men—now in the meridian of life—of the 
present day began their toilsome climb up 
the hill of learning. Their fare was hard, 
and, as money was not plentiful in those 
days, they went home from college, between 
terms, toa yet harder fare under the parental 
roof. Some of them were glad to teach 
the district school, to earn money enough to 
carry them through the nextterm. Nota few 
young men, in those dark days, went into 
the logging camps of Maine and felled trees 
for the sake of saving something to pay their 
way. Others drove oxen, and some pur- 
sued divers menial callings, all for the sake 
of getting what was known as ‘‘a liberal 
education.”’ 

But itis the life at college which more espe- 
cially challenges our admiration, as it is con- 
trasted with the hardness and rigor of the elder 
days. Who does not remember the bare and 
comfortless dormitories, the Spartan simpli- 
city of the college commons, and the un- 
failing libations from the college pump? 
Surreptitious visits to the seductive bowling- 
alleys of the neighboring village were re- 
garded as crimes of darkness, punishable 
with the shortest sort of commons and 
‘‘lines’’ of appalling number. The college 
drill was inexorable, and everything that 
was ordered by the Faculty was ordered for 
the mere sake of giving the unfortunate 
collegians a thorough and complete scholas- 
tic education. Without the slightest regard 
to the fact that a young man must have a 
good time while he is young, or he never 
will, the daily life in college was, as Mantilini 
would say, ‘‘one dem’d grind.’’ When we 
regard the beautiful books now made for 
children and youth, we may well say that 
we missed a great sum of happiness in being 
born to read nothing but the moral tales of 
HorLtanpd and EpGrwortu, the geographi- 
cal diversions of ‘‘ Peter Parley,’’ and the 
romance of ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe.’’ But the 
splendors of the new generation of books for 
young people are not nearly so great an 
advance in luxury as are the sports, 
habits, and easy-going drill of the modern 
student, when compared with the humdrum 
barrenness of the college life of old times. 


It must be that the minds of men have 
changed since those hard days. The mental 
organization of mankind must be more sus- 
ceptible to intellectual influences. The 
scholars and juristsof the*present generation 
got their mental development only by hard 
work. The biographies of our great men 
are crowded with details of their painful 
application to study. The present genera- 
tion of students is more richly endowed. 
Base-ball, foot-ball, rowing, the study of 
music, and that mysterious pastime which 
is known as ‘‘raising Cain,’ fill up the 
measure of the days of the geniuses who are 
to be our future statesmen, scholars, and 
jurists. A few hours of study, thrown in 
between the chinks, as it were, suffice to 
equip a man for his life-work. To be sure, 
these pleasures cost money, but, then, poor 
men are kept out of the charmed circle of 
learning. College education is only for the 
rich, and poor men’s sons have no right to 
ask it. The foolish ambition which once 
urged men to outshine their fellows in the 
class-room, and to atrive for college honors, 
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has" given way to the nobler emula- 
tion‘ with which each young student 
strives to outdo his neighbor in the 
magnificence of his upholstery, the 
costliness of his ‘‘outfit,’’ and the 
munificence of his contributions to the boat 
club. These things are the real objects of 
the sequestration of a college life. And 
when that seclusion becomes unbearable, 
the concert field and the operatic stage are 
open to the student. Therefore, we com- 
mend to the amusement-loving public the 
minstrel troupes and the lyric companies 
which the necessities of boating and base-ball 
are about to launch upon the world. 


OUR CLAIMANT. 

It appears that we have ‘‘a claimant’’ 
among us. An officer of the Seventh Cav- 
alry, who calls himself Dz Rupro, is said to 
claim to be one of the three comrades of 
ORsINI who were concerned with the latter 
in the celebrated attempt to kill the late 
Napo.eon III. in 1858. That any man 
should be anxious to be known as an assassin 
may seem strange, but it is still stranger that 
our ‘‘claimant’’ should try to identify him- 
self with one of the most despicable men 
ever concerned in wholesale murder. 

Of the Orsini band of assassins only one— 
the leader—was a man of honesty and un- 
selfishness of purpose. In’ spite of his ter- 
rible fanaticism and the revolting crime to 
which it led him, Feirx Orsini was a man 
of honor, andan earnest patriot. He was 
the originator of the plot to murder Na- 
POLEON, and had no confidants save his 
three associates, and possibly the French- 
man BERNARD. The theory which at the 
time tried to connect Mazzinr with the 
affair was untenable, since Mazzrnr and 
Orsint had long before quarreled and hated 
one another with great bitterness. Orsrnt 
fancied that the Emperor was the chief ob- 
stacle to the freedom of Italy, though it has 
since been shown that prior to the attempt 
to kill him he had come fully to an under- 
standing with Count Cavour, and was ready 
for war with Austria in defense of Pied- 
mont. 

The most contemptible of the assassins 
was 4 certain Rupro, who, it might be men- 
tioned, never called himself, and was never 
called De Rupro. He threw the second 
bomb that was thrown at the Emperor, after 
which be ran into a tavern to await the ex- 
plosion of the other bombs, and was soon 
after arrested at his lodgings. He imme- 
diately betrayed his comrades and made a 
full confession. He pleaded that he was 
simply hired by Orstnt. He had written 
begging letters to Orsrnr, in London—ab- 
ject appeals for charity—one of which was 
produced at the trial, and Orsrnt hired him 
for 500f. to assist -im-killing the Emperor. 
He disclaimed having any motive, patriotic 
or otherwise, for becoming an assassin, ex- 
cept the desire to receive 500f. Apparently, 
the possible effect of the death of NaPoLEon 
upon Italy was a matter of no interest to 
this hired bravo. He was offered 500f. to 
commit a murder, and, having done his best 
to earn it, he saved his miserable neck by 
betraying his associates... Alone of the four 
prisoners, he implored the mercy of the 
court, and, as the reward of his treachery, 
his life was spared. 

Lieut. Dz Rupto, who is reported to have 
repeatedly asserted that he was one of the 
Orsini assassins, seems to have a memory 
much less accurate than that of the notorious 
Tichborne claimant. Unless he is grossly 
misrepresented, he asserts that he took part in 
the attempt on NAPpOoLEON’s life from the 
purest patriotic motives, and remembers 
nothing whatever about his begging letters 
and the 500f. He says that a Hungarian 
Colonel invented the famous bombs, and 
confided the secret of their manufacture to 
the conspirators, whereas the facts are that 
OnrsINI took the model of his bombs from 
bombs which he saw in a museum in Bel- 
gium, and that the alleged Hungarian Col- 
onel is apure myth. He says that after 
hurling his bomb he threw himself among 
some dead horses, to escape the fragments of 
the bombs yet to be thrown, and, after 
stabbing a_ soldier, his temporary 
escape; and yet his confession the 
original Rup1o that he ran into 
a tavern as soon as he had launched his own 
missile. He accuses Preri and GomeEz, two 
of his fellow-assassins, of having made trait- 
orous confessions, thus forgetting that Prerr 
and Orsrnt acknowledged their crime only 
after the traitorous confession of Rupio had 
rendered further denial of their guilt useless. 
Gomxz, like Rupro, made an early confes- 
sion, but the latter had the priority in in- 
famy. He says that Prerr was on the scaf- 
fold on the day of execution before Orstn1r 
left his prison, whereas Pieri and ORsrn1 
ascended the scaffold together. He says that 
there were twelve conspirators, each having 
a bomb, whereas Rupzo, in his confession, 
maintained that there were only four, as 
unquestionably was the case. In short, the 
‘‘claimant’s’’ recollection of the conspiracy 
in which he says he was concerned is so 
inaccurate that the Tichborne ‘‘claimant’’ 
would be ashamed to recognize him. 
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If the ‘‘claimant’’ were really the assassin 
that we are told he pretends to be, he would 
be very careful to conceal the fact. If he 
were known to be Rupio, the hired mur- 
derer and the eager betrayer of his com- 
rades, he could not remain a day in the United 
States Army. No officer would consent to 
serve in company with him, and no decent 
man would recognize him. He must know 
this perfectly well, and his chief object in 
life—were he Rupro—would be to prevent 
any one from having the least suspicion of 
his identity. It is sufficiently evident, how- 
ever, from the stories which he is said to tell 
of his pretended connection with the Or- 
sini affair, that he is not the  per- 
son for whom he wouid apparent- 
ly like to pass. The truth of the 
matter probably is that Lieut. De Rvupzio, 
having been asked if he was not an assassin 
by some inquisitive person with a vague 
recollection of Rupro’s name, has probably 
thought it a good joke to answer in the 
affirmative, and has since apparently fur- 
nished other persons thirsting for informa- 
tion with a large assortment of imaginative in- 
cidents in keeping with his assumed charac- 
ter. In justice to himself, he should lose no 
time in explaining this unfortunate prac- 
tical joke and in clearing himself of 
the suspicion that he is the assassin 
Rupro. The honor of the United States 
Army is also concerned in the matter. If 
De Rupio is really a man who was hired 


to commit murder for 500f., and who 
turned State’s evidence, the sooner he is 
drummed out of the service the better. If, 
as is in all probability the case, he is playing 
a practical joke on the credulity of the pub- 
lic, he should be informed that the country 
does not relish a joke which implies that 
the worst scoundrels of Europe can wear 
the uniform of the Seventh Cavalry. He 
has served gallantly on the Western Plains, 
and his bearing is, to the unprejudiced mind, 
a sufficient proof that he is not the coward 
Rup1o, but these are jokes which even a 
gallant young officer cannot be permitted to 
play with impunity.

It is manifest from the tenor of the discussion 
at the last meeting of the Yale Alumni that there 
is a strong party in favor of a more active and ag- 
gressive maragement of the college, and of turn- 
ing the opportunity offered by the nomination for 
Fellows of the corporation of a number of candi- 
dates to account in the introduction of a new 
policy. The change in the organic law which 
renders this possible was brought about in 1871, 
when, by a formal act of the Legislature of the 
State of Connecticut, the political element was 
eliminated from the corporation; or rather, the 
means that were to terminate in such elimination 
were placed in the hands of the board. This 
element—consisting of the Governor and Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of the State and the senior Senators 
in their order—comprised six members of the cor- 
poration, who seldom or never troubled them- 
selves to attend its meetings or vexed their lofty 
souls with its affairs. The next factor in the board 
consists of a number of clerical graduates of the 
college. who are generally on hand at corporation 
meetings, but know very little of the affairs or 
government of the college, and as little of its re- 
quirements. Thus, under the circumstances—with 
a corporation ingeniously constructed to combine, 
as Mr. Mason Youne observed, the highest degree 
of inefficiency with the most imposing array of 
titles—the practical government of the college has 
fallen upon a few members of the corporation resi- 
dent in or near New-Haven, among whom are Dr. 
Wootsey, Dr. Bacon, and Mr. Younes. Meanwhile, 
within the last quarter of a century, changes have 
gradually come about; the various scientific and 
other Faculties have challenged the prestige and 
influence of the old Academic Faculty; there 
are conflicting interests to be reconciled; 
and Yale needs a strong, able, and progressive 
governing board, in place of the nominal one, 
which has met and resolved what the Faculty re- 
quired forthe last thirty years. The opportunity 
to bringin six efficient working members of the 
corporation in ileu of six dummies with many 
titles appended to their names is one of which the 
most sagacious members of the corporation, who 
see that the future of Yale depends upon a differ- 
ent management of her affairs, are determined to 
avail themselves if possible. Accordingly, the sub- 
ject has been laid before the Alumni by circular, 
and the necessity of making strong nominations (of 
men who will actually attend to their duties) has 
been urged upon them. The opposition is strong, 
however. There are lawyers in Ohio, divinity doc- 
tors in Alabama, and distinguishea graduates 
everywhere who would like the honor of elec- 
tion to a Yale Fellowship, and are marshaling all 
their influence to aecomplish the purpose. They 
would never present themselves at corporate meet- 
ings, to be sure, but it would be a distinguished 
honor, and they would like to have it. How the 
contest of these two forces will terminate cannot 
be foretold in advance, but it is to be hoped, for 
the sake of the grand old centre of learning, that 
the progressive party will be successful in electing 
such Fellows as will be not ornamental only, but 
valuable working members of the corporation. 
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Not long ago a series of highly favorable ac- 
counts of Manitoba was published in the English 
newspapers, sent home by delegates of English 
tenant farmers who went to this territory for the 
purpose of determining whether it was the place 
to which a large number of farmers should go, who 
have become tired of agricultural competition as 
now carried onin England. Apparently the delegates 
were abundantly satisfied with what they saw and 
heard, and it is not unlikely that their reports have 
already influenced the action of farmers in England 
and Scotland. But a decided change has now 
taken place. The London Zconomist prints a letter 
written by one of these delegates, Mr. Peter Imriz, 
in which he recalls any advice he may have given 
in favor of emigration to Manitoba. The land re- 
mains the same, but by the building, under the con- 
ditions proposed, of the Canadian Pacific Railroad, 
Mr. Imrie thinks there is little hope of advance- 
ment for those who settlethere. The company, 
he asserts, has itin its power to charge for trans- 
portation all that the farmers can pay, and while 
for the purpose of encouraging emigration they 
may not do this at the outset, yet the fact that this 
power is granted to the company in the charter is 
evidence to Mr. Impre’s mind that the right is des- 
tined to be used, and that under these circum- 
stances the farmers would only be exchanging one 
landlord for another. 
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If the official returns of the coffee trade are 
to be trusted—and presumably they are not greatly 
in error—the coffee consuming public of this coun- 
try has been for a longtime past very much de- 
luded. There are a multitude of people in this part 
of the world who are laboring under the belief that 
the beverage which they drink at breakfast, and, 
possibly after dinner, is Mocha coffee. Their grocer 
tells them that the article he sells {s ** pure Mocha,” 
and they have no means of knowing that he is de- 
ceiving them. if, indeed, he has not been deceived 
himself. Some, with a peculiar fastidiousness, insist 
upon having a mixture, and want one-half or one- 
third of Mocha and the remainder of Java coffee— 
a request which the grocer seemingly complies 
with; that is, ho takes the coffee from two sepa- 
rate compartments. Now, the last completed 
returns of the coffee production of the world are 
made up to the year 1878. -In that year the esti- 
mated growth was 1,082,112,500 pounds, of which 
Brazil produced 497,127,300 pounds, or very nearly 
one-half. Next came the Dutch East Indian pos- 
sessions, where the crop amounted to 201,509,200 
pounds; while Ceylon, South Africa, and the West 
Indies furnished nearly all of the rest. Arabia, it 
is true, appears on the list, but its total growth, the 
Mocha district and the restof the country com- 
bined, was only about 4,500,000 pounds—that is, not 
quite one-half of 1 per cent. of the growth of the 
world. When it is considered that coffee is exten- 
sively used in Arabia, that Mocha comes within the 
possessions of Turkey, a country peopled with 
coffee-drinkers, and that we have no direct means 
of communication with Arabia, one may well hesi- 
tate before he accepts the current Mocha fiction of 
the grocers. Itis highly probable that not 10.000 
pounds of this article are brought into this country 
in the course of a year, an amount that would not 
furnish a day’s supply for the inhabitants of this 
City. We all, of course, know the flavor of 
Mocha coffee, and hence cannot be deceived, 
though in reality probably not one in a thou- 
sand of us ever tasted of it. 
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When Mr. Josuvua SpRow.L, of London, 
composed his remarkable work—we judge it from 
its title only—"*Dreams of my Solitudes on the 
Mechanism of the Heavens,” he doubtless had other 
dreams of the fame and fortune which would fol- 
low the applause of admiring readers. Unfortu- 
nately, however, he got into a legal quarrel with the 
first man who set eyes onit, to wit, the proof-reader, 
and the world may never know what Mr. Sprowt’s 
dreams really were. But Mr. Sprow 1, though 
missing the applause of readers, deserves the thanks 
of all writers, and publishers too, for his dispute 
with Messrs. WATERLOw & Sons drew out a state- 
ment of the law as to the duties of publishers with 
reference to the correction of proof-sheets. The 
basis of Mr. Sprow1’'s suit was that the Messrs. 
Watrertow withheld from him his manuscript. 
Their reply was that they only held it until he 
should pay the balance of account, due owing to 
the unusual expense of making the correctiuns in 
the proofs on which he had insisted. The question 
as to the respective rights and duties of authors 
and printers as regards this point was, then, fairly 
presented. Mr. SprowL’s views, though expressed 
in rather more words than usually go to make up 
the request which is nine times out of ten preferred 
to able editors by ingenuous amateur writers for 
newspapers, was entirely at one with it in spirit. 
He thought the “readers” should correct gram- 
matical errors, erase redundancies, correct tautol- 
ogies, replace words with words of better mean- 





ing, make proper divisions, and such like. And 
this they were to do without “meddling with the 
style and diction of the manuscript, which should 
stand on its merits.” Clearly Mr. Sprow1 thought 
that nothing beyond dreaming should be expected 
from him, or at least nothing but a few hints as to 
his dreams, out of which it should be the duty of the 
intelligent proof-reader to evolve a book to his lik- 
ing. The pleasure of such work Mr. Sprowt clearly 
thought needed no other reward, for he calculated 
that no more than five hours per day would 
be necessary, and that paltry amount of 
time he said could be taken without diffi- 
culty from the proof-reader’s daily leisure at 
his home. On the part of publishers, it was shown 
that the cost of the corrections had been £9 10s. 
for the first four sheets, whereas, 10s. is rather 
above the usual allowance for such work. Lord 
CoLeripce declined to allow the court and 
jury to act as critics and pass upon the compara- 
tive excellence of Mr. Sprow.’s dreams ia their 
written and printed forms, with which decision 
few lawyers, bearing in mind the exceeding fitness 
of the average juryman for such work, can find 
good ground of dissatisfaction. The case must be 
tried on the contract, he said, and where there was 
no stipulation tothe contrary he understood the 
law to be that the author was to pay forall addi- 
tions and alterations. He asked the jury whether 
they thought the plaintiff had any case, and they 
promptly replied that they did not think he hai, 
and that was their verdict.

UNCLAIMED ESTATES 1N ENGLAND. « 
WasHINGTON, March 21.—The Department 
of State publishes, for the information of the pub- 
lic, the following letter, which was addressed to 
the United States Consulate General at London, re- 
cently, by the accountant of the Bank of England, 
on the subject of unclaimed estates in England: 


Bank oF ENeLaNnD, Lonpow, Feb. 2, 1881. 
J. Nunn, Esq., Vice-Consul-General of the United 
States: 

Str: lam directed by the Governor to hand you 
the inclosed notice of Alfred H. C. Prudence, 
notary public for the city of St. Louis, Mo., rela- 
tive to unclaimed dividends, in which he refers “as 
to integrity, &c., by permission,’’ to the Bank of 
England, London and Liverpool. Mr. Prudence 
was, as he states, formerly in the employ of the 
Bank of England, and was dismissed some years 
since, but he is not, in any way, authorized to use 
the name of tne bank as a reference. Fro 
the terms of the notice, which was receive 
from an apparently poor woman Cors 
nell. County of Livingstone, Il. it would 
seem that these notices are being extensively cir- 
culated in the United States, and this supposition 
is confirmed by the fact that there has recently 
been a marked increase in the previously large 
number of groundless applications for unclaimed 
moneys received by the bank from the United 
States. Nearly the whole of these applications are, 
so far as the bank is concerned, based on erroneous 
data, obtained probably from very old lists of un- 
claimed dividends which refe to funds long 
since reclaimed, or from the advertisements that 
appear when reclaims are made. These applica- 
tions involve considerable expense to the supposed 
heirs and mucn unnecessary trouble and corre- 
spondence to the bank, and, if it were possible to 
do anything to counteract the effect of such no-

THE EMPEROR’S FUNERAL. 
A MAGNIFICENT PAGEANT IN 8ST. PETERS- 
BURG DESCRIBED BY GEORGE AUGUSTUS 


SALA. 
From the Evening Telegram. 

George Augustus Sala telegraphs as fol- 
Yows: ‘I have just been a spectator of one of 
the most magnificent, most impressive, most 
pathetic pageants on which, in the course 
of a lengthened career, accustomed to the 
pomps and vanities of regality, from 
royal bridals and feasts to royal funer- 
als, I bave ever been privileged to set eyes 
on. Three cannon fired from the fortress 
directed the various mourners to get ready to 
take their places. A similar salvo about mid- 
day gave the signal to start. When the sable 
standard, bearing in white the initials of the 
murdered monarch, was unfurled over the 
fortress, the artillery began to fire minute 
guns and all of the bells in the city began 
to toll. The whole route was lined by 
troops of the garrison, immediately behind 
whom the public were permitted to stand. No 
galleries or platforms were erected, as the 
householders were only ailowed at personal 
risk and peril to let windows or balconies to 
strangers. The Police had taken exceptional 
measures to preserve order, in the main- 
tenance of which the public, by handbills, 
were invited to co-operate. Ali the houses 
and public buildings, too, showed the same 
amount of sable flags and drapery as when 
the Kmpress, not a year ago, was similarly 
conveyed from the palace to the fortress. The 
route taken was from the great plain front of 
the Winter Palace, by the Admiralty Quay 
and the English Quay to Nicholaivsky Bridge, 
crossing which the procession took the street 
on the line of the Island of Vassile Ostroff, 
across the Tootchkoff Bridge, and by 
the Alexander Park to the fortress, 
entering the gate called ‘Ivaneskaia.’ 
At the funeral ceremonies of the Em- 
press last Summer the route taken was by 
the Trinity Bridge, a wooden structure of 
barges, which is removed at the approach of 
fce, although roadways across the frozen Neva 
are much used. The fortress is almost imme- 
diately opposite the palace. There is a super- 
stition among the Russians against transport- 
ing the dead over frozen rivers, and the route 
by which the cortége passed was some four 
miles in length. The procession consisted in 
all of 13 sections, comprising 172 groups, to de- 
scribe which would occupy many columns.’’ 

The Corps des Payh, in full unifrom, march- 
ing two and two, attracted, as a historical 
body of cosmopolitan cadets, much atten- 
tion. Then there was a clump of banners, 
the imperial family banner, the crimson 
military standard, broidered with the imperial 
arms, and the saddle horses of his late Majesty 
led by eb age indeep mourning. Next came 
a long defile of peculiarly interesting local en- 
signs, the standard with the arms of Tchoorkal, 
succeeded by flags with cognizances of Arme- 
nia, Strararda, Georgia, and Cartalinia, each 
Attended by a mounted man-at-arms and 
a groom. Then followed more local 
fiags and men-at-arms, bearing the blazoned 
Bhields of Siberia, Witebsk, Obdouna, 
Bidomiebsk, Yaroslaw, Rostov, Polotsk, Ria- 
zan, Tchernigow, Nijni Novgorod, and bulga- 
ria were successively represented. The line 
was broken at intervals by masters of cere- 
monies mounted on white steeds, and by Court 
Marshals, with crape-wreathed batons, Viatka, 
Pero, Tver, Karilia, Samogic, Esthonia, Podo- 
lia, Lithuania, Astrakan, Vladimir, and Kiew, 
which succeeded each other, until at length 
vhere came relief to the wearied sense in the ap- 
pearance of the great banner of Moscow, the 
did Muscovite dominion, borne proudly aloft 
before mounted men-at-arms. 

Representatives of the various Governments 
br provinces of the Russian Empire followed, 
rnd then came corporations of peasants, of 
burghers, of traders, and of the several admin- 
istrations ; next came deputations of provincial 
Mayors and delegations of Marshals of nobility, 
the Society of the Red Cross, various philan- 
thropic and economical societies, of more mas- 
ters of the ceremonies and new Court Marshals, 
followed by representatives of the various de- 
partments of State, with members of the Chan- 
cery, of the Council of the Empire, of the 
Council of State, of the Grand Principality of 
Finland, and of the Imperial Senate. 

Then came a owe § curious episode, a long line 
of officers in full uniform, bearing on vari- 
ously-colored cushions, embroidered with gold, 
the badges and decorations conferred by for- 
eign monarchs and Princes on the late Czar. 
Some were simple circlets of plain gold—others 
diadems literally blazing with brilfants, emer- 
alds, and rubies of Kasan. After these, in care 
of functionaries of the second class, came the 
crowns of the kingdoms of Georgia, Jauris, 
Siberia, Poland, Astrakan, and Kasan, with 
the imperial globe, sceptre, and crown, fol- 
lowed by two masters and the grand master 
of the ceremonies; all these order and insig- 
nia bearing officials being flanked on each 
side by a battalion of Cadets from St. Paul’s 
Military School, marching single file. Among 
the noticeable features of the procession was 
2 figure which attracted much attention—the 
Knight of the Golden Armor, mounted upon 
2 gorgeously harnessed steed, carrying a drawn 
sword, and supposed to symbolize the bright 
and spotless character of the departed sover- 
eign. After him walked a man-at-arms in 
sable armor with a drawn sword. Perhaps 
tne most picturesque’ feature in the ceremon- 
fal were deputations, which figured for 
the first time in Russian history, repre- 
sentin institutions created by the 
late Emperor, the Zemsiais, the “Justices 
of the Peace, and a motley group of peasants,

captured the Police found 700,000 rubles. A 


with one, at least, of venerable and patriarchal 
appearance, all attired in their Winter garb, 
some with the colored scarf used to girdle 
their sheepskin and rough cloth overcoats. Not 
the least striking or solemn portion of the 
spectacle.was a vast, silent crowd, who lined 
the quays, and, irgleed covered every spot 
from which a distant view could be obtained 
of the procession. There they stood, bare- 
headed and mute, many kneeling and pray- 
ing for the sou! of the dead Emperor, followed 
by a long line of priests and acolytes, number- 
ing many hundred, bareheaded and attired in 
their ecclesiastical robes, the priests bearing 
tapers. The crowd pressed forward and a 
deep silence prevailed, broken only by the 
melodious but weird-like notes which rose and 
fell upon the ear, Following the priests came 
the gorgeous catafalque, on which rested the 
coffin, under a rich canopy of gold, sur- 
mounted by white ostrich plumes. Sala says: 

“We were asking, ‘What next, and next?” 
when the hearse came suddenly in view, and 
the prodigious mass of humanity rapidly, so to 
speak, as a flash of lightning, uncovered. It 
was a most wondrous sight to behold, that 
black sea of hats and caps transformed into an 
immense expanse of pale, upturned faces. 
The funeral car was a bier of ebony 
and silver, on wheels with heavily 
carved silver spokes and a superstructure of 
black and silver. The whole was canopied by 
superb material encircling the columns of the 
bier. The coftin of the illustrious deceased was 
almost hidden by a golden pall, lined with 
white satin, and the vast car itself was drawn 
by eight black horses completely shrouded in 
sable draperies. Four Ceneral aides-de-camp 
stood one at each corner of the catafalque, the 
polished metal wheels of which glistened in the 
sunlight. Sixteen General officers held the 
silken cords of the canopy. Behind the bier 
of his murdered sire walked Alexander IIL, 
in his imperial solitude, bearing alone his 
filial sorrow and his State cares, and symbol- 
izing in this last respect his unique position. 
The Emperor was dressed in a General’s uni- 
form, wearing the ribbon of the Order of St. 
Andrew over his shoulder. Following the Em- 
peror at a respectful distance came the Minis- 
ter of the Household, the Minister of War, and 
the three officers on duty. Next in order fol- 
lowed the Grand Dukes and Princes, according 
to precedence, with foreign Princes. These in- 
cluded the Grend Dukes Viadimir, Alexis, 
Sergius Paul, and Constantine, Sergius Michael- 
ovitsch Dimitri, the three Nicholases, Peter, 
the two Michaels, George and Alexan- 
der, all on foot like his Majesty, with innumer- 
able Princes, Komaneffsky, Leuchtenberg, 
Nicholas and George Maximilianovich, Peter, 
Alexander, and Constantine, of Oldenburg, 
and Dukes George and Michael, of Mecklin- 
burg-Strelitz.”’

OPERA AT THE ACADEMY. 

The substitution of ‘‘I Puritani”’ for ‘Il 
Flauto Magico” was made necessary last night on 
account of the lameness of Signor Del Puente. 
There was no regret to be expressed at the change 
in operas, except by the comparatively few who 
would not care to hear “I Puritani’’ and had come 
to the Academy because “Il Fiauto Megico”’’ was 
to be performed. There are always some mu- 
sically inclined persons who consider everything of 
Mozart’s composition as sacred, and to such the 
substitution was, of course, not acceptable. But 
the Mozart opera, with all its merits, 
is overrated, and it is doubtful if any 
one who listened to the performance of 
“TJ Puritani’” Jast night was disappointed, 
Certainly, there was nothing to complain of in the 
cast, and the smoothness and finish with which the 
opera was given were so complete as to merit the 
highest praise. The cast included Mme. Gerster, 
Mile. Valerga, Signor Campanini, Signor Galassi, 
and Signor Monti. Mme. Gerster makes a highly 
effective heroine, and finds in the brilliant 
florid music of the part the work best suited 
to her abilities. She sang charmingly last 
night. and was applauded and recalled in 
every act in which she appeared. he several 
ecavatinas she sang with her accustomed elabo- 
rate ornamentation and in the concerted music 
she was not less interesting. Signor Galassi and 
Signor Monti were both in excellent voice, and 
were heartily applauded after the long scene which 
culminates with ‘*Suoni la tromba.’’ ‘The entire 
scene was well sung and the enthusiasm was not 
to be wondered at. Signor Galassi was also par- 
ticularly good in the firstact. The-only criticism 
to be made about this artist is that while he has 
one of the finest voices ever given to mortal man, 
and possesses the musical taste and knowledge to 
know how to use it,and is moreover a powerful 
actor in scenes demanding a great effort, he ap- 
pears to be mindful at other times that he is Signor 
Galassi, and is therein lacking in true dramatic 
power.

BOOTH’S THEATRE. 
A spectacular play, cailed ‘‘ Voyagers in 
Southern Seas; or, the Children of Captain Grant,”’ 
was produced last night at Booth’s Theatre. It 
was originally performed in Paris, where its popu- 
larity was maintained during several months. It 
is based—as the title will indicate to a large class of 
hungry fiction readers—upon one of the clever M. 
Jules Verne’s over-fanciful and semi-scientific ro- 
mances, and it was prepared for the stage by that 
experienced play-maker, M. Adolphe d’Ennery. It 
was imported into this country by Messrs. Tomp- 
kins and Hill, managers of the Boston Theatre, and 
it has already been seen in several cities. ‘ Voy- 
agers in Southern Seas’ isa fair specimen of its 
class, though its pictorial beauty has been far sur- 
passed on our stage. 
The play is contained and illustrated in 13 tab- 
leaux, and presents a large number of characters 
in situations which, if not entirely novel, are 
elaborate in their improbability. A playwright, 
when he is dealing with geography on paper, can 
afford to let his imagination run loose. M. d’En- 
nery has made the most of Captain Grant’s ad- 
ventures. The story of his play moves from the 
bleak Polar shores of Balker’s Island to 
the soft and sensuous sunlands of Australia. 
Scenes in Scotland, in far Southern America, 
in the tropics, succeed each other rapidly. Stale 
theatrical expedients and some novel mechanical 
effects vary this action. The dramatic purpose of 
M. d’Ennery’s spectacle is similar to that of 
“Around the World in Eighty Days,” and “The 
Black Venus;” but its purpose—which is densely 
absurd—is of far less account than its scenery, and 
that is tolerably attractive. The ballet dancing in 
the scene representing a féte at Valparaiso was not 
particularly good, although Mlle. Marie Bonfanti— 
an artist in her way—and Mile. Bossi gave pleasure 
to the audience. The acting was well enough for 
the play, that of Miss Rachel Noah—who appeared 
as the elder son of Captain Grant—being above the 
average. The two other children of the Captain 
were intelligently impersonated by Miss Mary 
Tucker and Master Harry Woodruff. Mr. Frank 
Weston, Mr. Leslie Allen, and Mr. Otis Skinner 
were also in the cast. There was a large audience 
in the theatre, and the performance was prolonged 
to an unreasonable hour.

FAIR COMMISSION. 
St MRE 
GEN. GRANT TO RESIGN TO-DAY OR TO-MOR- 
ROW—COMMITTEES APPOINTED. 

Gen. Grant’s resignation as President of the 
World’s Fair Commission had not been received at 
the office of the commission up to the time of clos- 
ing yesterday afternoon, but later in the day the 
General informed a Times reporter that he had al- 
ready sent word to the Commissioners of his inten- 
tion to resign, and would send in his resignation 
to-day or to-morrow; that his reason for resigning 
was that he should be away from the City a good 
deal—for 10 weeks or more in Mexico, and after- 
ward at Long Branch—and ashe did not wish to 
embarrass the Commissioners he would leave them 
free to place at their head some one who could de- 
vote more time to their affairs. More than this he 


did not care to say. Vice-President Stebbins said 
yesterday that whether Gen. Grant resigns or re- 
mains the enterprise will be carried to a successful 
issue. 

*Do the Commissioners generally,’’ asked the 
reporter, ‘‘ wish Gen. Grant to remain” 

**T have not been abie to tind out what the Com- 
missioners think on the subject,’’ answered Mr. 
Stebbins. 

The reporter also asked Mr. Frederick L. Talcott 
if the Commissioners wanted Gen. Grant to re- 
sign. 

* You know,”’ answered Mr. Talcott, “ that my 
mouth has been closed. I wiil say this, however, 
that I think it was a noble and generous act io 
Gen. Grant to accept the Presidency when he did, 

because the enterprise was then in embryo—not 
more than $200,000 had been subscribed. He thought, 
and so did we, that the influence of his great name 
would arouse general enthusiasm in regard to the 
exhibition, and that people would flock in with 
their subscriptions. But they did not flock in, and 
this greatly disappointed the General. Why, he 
said to me the other day that he was utterly ata 
loss to account for the apathy displayed 
by the people of New-York in the matter. 
Yes, I think it was a very generous act of the Gen- 
eral to accept the Presidency when he did, much 
more so than it would have been had he accepted 
it only now, because now we have a million of dol- 
lars subscribed, and the enterprise is sure to be a 
success. In the last day or two the feeling in Wall- 
street has completely changed in regard to the Ex- 
hibition, Only this morning a prominent bank 
President notified the Commissioners that he would 
take a book now at his office to receive subserip- 
tions. Andin the Stock Exchange to-day the mem- 
bers were talking over the subject. Many of them 
signified their intention to subscribe. They said 
that Isidore Valentine never goes into anything 
unless he thinks there is money in it, and as he has 
subscribed to the Exhibition stock they regard it as 
a very favorable omen.” 

“One of your circulars,” said the reporter, 
“states that the commission ¢annot perform any 
corporate act until $1,000,000 has been subscribed 
to the stock and 10 per cent. paid into the hands of 
its fiscal agent, the Farmer’s Loan and Trust Com- 
pany. As $1,000,000 is now subscribed, by calling in 
10 per cent. you will be in a position to perform 
corporate acts. What will be the first step?” 

“It is probable,”’ said Mr. Talcott, ** that nothing 
will be done until at least $3,000,000 have been sub- 
scribed; but a part of the money—the $250,0v0 sub- 
scribed by Mr. Vanderbi}t—is conditional, and it 1s 
not until we get an unconditional million that we 
will bein a condition to callin the 10percent. True, 
Mr. Vanderbilt would probably make his subscrip- 
tion unconditional if the Commission requested him 
to do so, but we don’t want to do that, because, as 
soon as the committees get to work, subscriptions 
will come in fast enough.”’ 

**Mr. William A. Wheelock,” said the reporter, 
“*is reported to have said that $200,000 could be 
raised in an hour iu the dry goods trade. Is the re- 
port true?” : 

* Well, yes; but I don’t know that it would be 
advisable to say so. Oh, when any good business 
man looks into the thing he cannot fail to see that 
it promises to be a paying investment. I was just 
showing Mr. Stebbins the figures of a calculation 
that I have made as to the costs and returns of the 
Exhibition. The cost of the Centennial Buildings 
at Philadelphia, including grading and other pre- 
liminary preparations was $7,250,000. The cost of 
the buildings at Inwood, one-quarter larger, has 
been estimated at $4,510,000, but to be on the safe 
side we put it down at $5,000,000. Here is asaving 
to begin with of $2,250,000. The population of 
Philadelphia and Camden combined is 800,000, and 
the gate-money received at the Centennial was 
$3,800.000. The population of New-York and 
Brooklyn, uot including Jersey City and 
neighboring towns, is nearly 2,000,000. At the 
same percentage the gate-money at Inwood 
will be $9,250,000, or $5,450,000 more than 
at Philadelphia. Add this $5,450,000 to the 
saving in the cost of the buildings, and we havea 
difference in fayor of the Exhibition of 1883 of 

7,700,000, enough not only to give the subscribers 
their money back, but a handsome bonus besides. 
When you consider that the Philadelphia commis- 
sion paid $30,000 for a design fora building which 
Was not even used, and that this commission has 
paid its own way without drawing on the sub- 
scribers for a dollar, that it has incurred no useless 
expenditures, and does not owe any bills which it 
cannot pay on presentation, you can see the differ- 
ence in the management of the two bodies.”’

RAPID TRANSIT IN BROOKLYN. 

The Rapid Transit Commission appointed 
some weeks ago, and consisting of Messrs. Isaac 
Henderson, D. T. Walden, A. B. Cohn, A. Tred- 
well, and Samuel Hatton, made their report yes- 
terday to Mayor Howell. In a letter accompany- 
ing the report the Commissioners say: ‘‘The 
routes we have designated, while avoiding the 
main thoroughfares, approach sufficlently near 
them at proper points to give the needed rapid 
transit facilities. We are advised that any com- 
pany which we may organize will be entitled to 
make connections with intersecting steam rail- 
roads; we have, therefore, attempted to make a 
location which will supply links missing in the 
roads already constructea, or being constructed, 
rather than the location of competing lines, or 
lines intended to be operated without reference to 
existing roads.’’ The Brooklyn Elevated Railroad 
is partially constructed, and if permission is 
given by the Aldermen to the company to be 
organized by the Rapid Transit Commission, to 
occupy the routes laid out, and that no opposition 
is made by property-owners, the Brooklyn Elevated 
Railroad will reteny completed from East 
New-York to the Fulton Ferry during the present 
Summer. From Braxton-street, in South Brooklyn, 
to Gravesend-avenue it is proposed to have the 
road run through a tunnel connecting with the 
Prospect Park and Coney Island Railroad, better 
known as Culver's Road.

I8 PORK FAT MORE SACRED THAN BEEF FAT? 
—A PLAIN STATEMENT OF FACTS AND 


SOME IRRESISTIBLE INFERENCES. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

It was well said by the President, F. H. 
Parker, of the New-York Produce Exchange, in his 
recent address to that body respecting the British 
Consular reports of alleged diseage in swine in the 
United States, that ‘‘any attempt to injure a great 
industry by sensational reports which create alarm 
among consumers should be severely dealt with.” 
And, after referring to the preparation of hog 
products being as genuinely a manufacturing busi- 
ness as that of cotton and wool, President Parker 
further says: “If any serious apprehension pre- 
vailed as to the safety of its consumption, the ef- 
fect would be disastrous to the farmer and manu- 
facturer, as well as to the consumers who require 
this cheap animal food.” 

Every man in this country who is interested 
either in the manufacture, sale, or export of hog 
products feels the full force of the outrageous in- 
justice and injury which lie in the grossly exag- 
gerated and altogether misdirected British Consu- 
lar reports as to disease in American swine. And 
there is no citizen but will heartily concur in the 


strictures of President Parker and sympathize 
with the prompt action of the Produce Exchange 
in vindicating and protecting an important Amer- 
ican industry. 

This is all very plain and very right. But what 
of it? Well, there is an industry connected with 
the fat of hogs, and there is an industry connected 
with the fat of beeves. Is the fat of beeves in and 
ofitself more objectionable on sanitary or other 
grounds than the fat of hogs? Are cattle more in- 
fected with or more liable to disease than swine? 
Are parasites absent from swine’s flesh or fat, and 
do they infest the caul fat of steers? Isa food 
product properly and carefully manufactured from 
the fat of steers more objectionable than pork as 
an article of food? 

In short, the question which we wish to reach 
under the light of President Parker’s remark, that 
toinjure an important industry by creating alarm 
and prejudice among consumers is a crime, is this 
question: Is the industry of oleomargarine any 
more vicious, any more contrary to public interest, 
than pork as an industry? Or, will any man givea 
reason why oleomargarine butter is a less fit article 
of food than pork? or why, for any reason, oleo- 
margarine should be discriminated against, while 
pork is upheld by the united action of the public 
ana the Government? 

Oleomargarine butter is the product of the oil 
from perfectly fresh beef suet, divested in the pro- 
cess of manufacture of the animal tissue and other 
possible impurity, and mingled in the operation of 
churning with pure, fresh milk, andis a whole- 
some and nutritious food product. 


As an industry, the manufacture of oleomarga- 


rine has extended itself over substantially the en- 
tire country, and already aggregates a fixed capital 
investment of more than $15.000,000, It has be- 
come an important national industry. ‘The utiliza- 
tion of the fat of beeves in the manufacture of 
oleomargarine under the processes of Mege’s dis- 
covery have added 200 per cent. to its value when 
utilized as tallow. It has added nearly $4 per head 
to the market value of the beeves slaughtered in 
the United States without enhancing the market 
price of the meat to the consumer.

and wholesome article of food. They who have 
given our product critical examination and ana- 
lyzation, and attested its purity and wholesome- 
ness, are such men as Prof. Charles F. Chandler, 
President of the New-York Board of Health; Prof. 
George F. Barkem of the University ‘of Pennsyl- 
vania; Dr. Henry A. Mott, Jr., of New-York; Prof. 
8. C. Caldwell, of Cornell University; Prof. 8. W. 
Johnson, of Yale Coliege, and Profs. Brewer and 
Verrill, of Yale College; Prof. C. A. Goessmann, of 
the Massachusetts Agricultural .College; Prof. 
Henry Morton, of the Stevens Institute of Tech- 
nology of Hoboken; Dr. Charles P. Williams, of 
Philadelphia; Prof. W. O. Atwater, of the Wes- 
leyan University at Middletown, Conn., and Prof.

As oleomargarine manufacturers, we stand 
square with the public, Legislation and regula- 
tions by commercial boards to prevent the sale of 
oleomargarine butter under any other name than 
its own, or with other distinguishing marks than its 
own, is exactly what its manufacturers want. Not 
only is the contrary practice, wherever and how- 
ever it obtains, dishonest,. traudulent, and 
propenty subject to statutory or other restriction, 
but it isaninjury to us as manufacturers. We 
are making a pure and wholesome article of food. 
We do not wish our goods sold under any disguise. 
Oleomargarine butter is an industry valuable to 
the public in furnishing a pure and nutritious food 
product at comparatively low cost to the consum- 
er. We do not wish it to be robbed by fraudulent 
practices or disguises in its sale of the credic which 
rightly belongs to it. 

President Parker and the Produce Exchange 
have branded as criminal and infamous sensational 
reports which injure an important industry by 
creating prejudice and alarm among consumers. 
That brand applies to the men who, skulking be- 
hind a feigned interest in the public good, seek in 
all dishonest, malevolent, rod 4 libelous ways to 
prejudice the public against our industry and our 
product.

THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS’ 
PLY TO MAYOR GRAC3#. 
MR. NICHOLS ON THE RELATIVE AMOUNT 
OF WORK DONE BY THE BUREAU IN THE 
YEARS 1879 anp 1880—A DEFENSE OF 
‘HIS MANAGEMENT. 
« After spending 20 days in preparing their 
answer to Mayor Grace’s request for detailed in- 
formation about the expenses and work of the 
&treet-cleaning Bureau, the Police Commissioners 
finally got the document ready and sent it to 
the Mayor at a late hour last evening. The 
‘answer<was expected at the City Hall in 
“the afternoon, and the‘ Mayor waited in 
his office until after his usual hour 
for leaving, looking every moment for a messenger 
from Police Head-quarters. Finally he went home, 
Jeaving his private secretary to wait for the an- 
swer. Thesecretary waited until 6 o’clock, when 
his patience-also gave out, and the office was closed. 
The Police Commissioners got the document in a 
shape satisfactory to themselves about bed-time, 
and then formally adopted a resolution instructing 
the Clerk to transimit the answer to the:Mayor. As 
will be seen, the answer is in the shape of a report 
to the Commissionexs from Commissioner Nichols, 
of the Committee on Street-cleaning, to whom the 
Mayor's letter was originally referred. This re- 
port the Commissioners:adopted as their answer. 
When the long document reached the Mayor, at his 
home, in East Thirty-eighth-street, Mr. Grace hastily 
glanced over itand the accompanying tables, and 
allowed the reporters:'to makeopies. The Mayor 
said toa Trmes reporter that,,as it took 20 days to 
prepare the document, and hexhad had no chance 
to give it anything like a careful perusal, he would 
prefer to express no opinion regarding it. And 
until he had given it athorough -consideration he 
could not, of course, say anythingzabout what ac- 
tion he would.take in the matter insthe future. No 
wise man, he added, would jump ata conclusion 
on five minutes’ consideration of a:subject which 
took nearly three weeks to*prepare. 

The following is the answer of the Police Com- 
missioners in full, witha synopsis of the tables 
which accompanied:it: 

New-York, March-21, 1881. ., 
To the Board of Police : 

The Committee on Street-cleaning ‘returns here- 
with the letter of the Mayor of the City to the 
Board of Police, dated March 1, 1881, calling for in- 
formation pursuant to section, 27 of thetcharter, 
und reports upon the questions: submitted {by the 
Mayor, as follows: 


The Mayoris under a misapprehension as to the 
relative amount of work done by the Street-clean- 
ing Bureau in the years 1879 and 1880. The pri- 
mary object of the accounts of the Street-cleaning 
Bureau is to secure proper information and super- 
vision in each year without special reference to 
comparison with other years. The Street-cleaning 
Bureau was under different management in: 


RE- 


the years 1879 and , 1880, and _ there’ 
were certain differences in the method, 
of arranging the statistics of the depart- 


ment. of which account must be taken in order to: 
secure a proper comparison. First, as to the 
amount of material removed: The number of loads 
of street dirt, ashes, and garbage reported as re- 
moved in 1879, according to the Mayor's let-. 
ter, was 1,077,161, and the number of. 
loads reported as removed in 1880 was 1,002,165. ° 
Jt appears by examination of the accounts of 1879: 
that the above figures reported in that year include 
all the loads known to the department as permit, 
loads and aii material from the Department of: 
Public Works. These so-called permit loads are 
loads of material which it has been, as I under-’ 
stand, ever since the organization of the depart- 
ment, customary to permit manufacturers and 
other private persons to deposit on the dumps of 
the Street-cleaning Bureau for*removal by the 


City. Neither the permit loads nor the 
loads from the Department of Public 
Works are included in the above figures 


reported for the year 1880. They amounted in that 

year to 68,912. Including these in the statement of 
loads removed in 1880, as they were included in 
the statement of loads removed in 1879, we have 
for 1880 a total amount of 1.066,077 loads. It also 
appears that during the year 1879 there were 35,113 
loads of material deposited on the dumps, owing> 
to insufficient room on the scows, and subsequently 
removed a second time to the scows. These 
second removals were included in the figures re- 
oe for that year as loads of material removed. 

No such removals were included in the removals: 
for the year 1880. The difference in the labor ex- 

pense of removing a load of material froma pile toa 
point perhaps 100 feet distant, and collecting ma- 

terial from the street or from houses in distant, 
parts of the city is obvious. Careful examination’ 
shows that the carts employed in these second re- 

movals would remove more than five times 

as many loads in a day as in the case of ordinary 

removais. For the purposes of comparison, 

therefore, the department in 1879 should be 

credited with only one-fifth of — 35,113, 

or, in other words, four-fifths of that 

number of loads, or 28,091 loads, should be deducted 

from the figures reported for that year. This cor- 

rection reduces the number of loads removed in 

1879 to 1,049,070, as against 1,066,077 in 1880, show-: 
ing an excess of effective work performed in 1880’ 
pqual to 17,007 loads. 
that the loads removed in 1880 represent a greater 
amount of offective work than those removed in 
i879, forthe reason that a greater proportion of 
the work was done by Police Department carts 
in 1880 than in 1879, and the loads carried by the 
Police Department carts are upon an average about 
two-ninths greater than those carried in the hired 
carts. The increased service of the Police Depart- 
ment cartsin 1880 amounted to 4,772 days, or as 
near as can be estimated, 42,942 loads, and these 
represent an increase of effective work in 1880 
amounting to 9,540 loads. This added to the 17,007 
ioads, the increase already ascertained for 1880, 
vives an increased service in 1880, measured by 
26,547 loads of material removed. 

Second—As to the number of miles of streets 
swept: Upon this point some explanation of the 
different systems in force during the year 1880 and 
during the greater part of the year 1879 seems to be 
pecessary. In the year 1877 what is known as the 
gang system was in force, the work being done by 
organized companies of men under the supervision 
and direction of superior employes known as gang- 
men and foremen. In June, 1878, this system 
was superseded by what may be called the sec- 
tion system, under which the gangmen and fore- 
men were dismissed, and specified positions of the 
streets and avenues were assigned to the individual 
workman to clean, subject only to the supervision 
of policemen detailed for that purpose. In August, 


1879, this system was abandoned and the gang 


system resumed. Under the gang system the 
reports as to the number of miles 
swept came from the foremen; under the section 
system the reports came from the individual em- 
ployes directed to do the sweeping. The report of. 
the number of miles of streets swept during the! 
past four years show for 1877, under the gang sys- 
tem, 7,082 miles; for 1878, five-twelfths of which; 
was under the gang system and seven-twelfths un- + 
der the section system, 17,761 miles; for 1879, seven- : 
twelfths of which was under the section system, ‘ 
14.986 miles, and, for 1880, which was un-| 
der the gang _ system, 5,766 _ miles. It is‘ 
evident from the enormous disproportion of 
these figures, varying from 7,082 miles in‘ 
1877 to 17,761 in 1878 and to 5,766 in 1880,. 
tnat there was either an immense difference in the: 
work performed under the two systems, or some-. 
ching wrong about the reports under one of them. 
That the difference was not in the work performed 
appears from the fact that there was no substantial ; 
difference in the amount of material removed, as 
is known to us by actual observation. On the other. 
hand, it does appear that the reports of the 
number of miles swept under the section system 
were totally;untrustworthy, it being the practice of 
the men who were detailed to sweep a given sec- 
tion uniformly to report that section as swept 
whether it had been swept by them or private citi-; 
zens, or not swept at all. This is well illustrated} 
by some of the reports from section-sweepers in 
is7?. For example, one report shows that one man , 
during eight hours of one a Pas Thirty-fourth, 
Thirty-fifth, Thirty-sixth, Thirty-seventh, Thirty- 
zighth, Thirty-ninth, Fortieth, and Forty-second 
streets from Fifth to Sixth avenues, and the 
east side of Sixth-avenue from Thirty-fourth to 
Forty-second street—a total distance of 8,880 feet, 
or 1,110 feet an hour, or a little over 18% linear 
feet of street, from curb to curb, in each minute. 
Another reports as swept by himina single day 
Twenty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, Thirty- 
ee and Thirty-second streets, from Fifth to 
ourth avenues, Madison-avenue from ———T- 
seventh to Thirty-second street, and the west side 
of Fourth-avenue from Twenty-seventh to Thirty- 
second street—a distance of 7,290 feet. When it 
considered that the sweeper is obliged to collect 
the dirt and shovel it into piles at considerable dis- 
tance from each other, the absurdity of such 


a2 report is manifest. For this, among 
‘other reasons, the system was abandoned. 
jt is hardly possible now to. ascertain 


what number of miles of streets were actually 
swept in 1879, or to establish any comparison be- 
tween the work of 1880 and that of 1879, based upon 
the number of miles swept. 

Third—As to the expense of the work: The work 
of the Street-cleaning Department has, in fact, 
been done for less money in 1880 than it was 
in 1879. The Mayor is correct in assuming that 
there was paid out of the street-cleaning appropri- 
ation $647,746 69 for removing ashes, garbage, and 
street dirt in 1880, and $640,652 99 in the year 1879. 
These figures do not, however, correctly represent 
the cost of the work for the reason that during the 
year 1880 dump inspectors, foremen, and gangmen 
have been employed for the necessary work of su- 
pervision, and have been paid outof the street- 
cleaning appropriation, while during a part of 
the year 1879 the same services were ‘ormed 
by detailed policemen, who were paid out of 
the Police salary appropriation to the extent of 
$17,834 47. This amount being added to the sum 
quoted as constituting the expense of 1879, gives a 
total of $658,487 41 for the expense of 1879, an ex- 
negs over the expense of 1880 of $10,730 72. It will 
be seen that a greater amount of work has been 
done in the year 1880 than was done in the year 
1879, and at less expense to the City, aud this not- 
withstanding the great increase of expense in cer- 
tain particulars, some of which are referred to in 
the Mayor’s letter, and which are explained below. 

Fourth—As to {tems of expense which relate to 
the removal from the City of material after its col- 
jection: There has been @ great increase of expense 
: this respect due to the following facts: On the 
Rith of May, 1860, the Legislature passed

ing chapter 463 of the laws of that year, making it 
a misdemeanor to throw any garbage or street 
sweepings into the waters surrounding New- 
York or into the Atlantic Ocean, within 
three miles of Coney Island, or to move 
any vessel through the Narrows or outer bay 
of New-York with the ifitent or for the purpose of 
throwing such material into the ocean, without a 
on in writing from the Shore Inspector. The 

hore Inspector, acting under the law, refused to 
grant permits to carry the material collected by the 
Street-cleaning Bureau out to seathrough the Nar- 
rows, except upon condition that they should go 
about six miles further out than they had been in the 
habit of going, and that they should go at such 
times as to commence dumping at the beginning of 
the ebb-tide, and should finish the dumping within 
alimited time. These conditions made it neces- 
sary to tow the scows of the department through 
the Narrows upon an ebb-tide, and to anchor them 
in Gravesend Bay until just before the next ebb- 


tide, when they were taken to sea. This, 
as well as the increased travel, involved 
the employment of a greater number of 


scows and tugs. The limited time prescribed 
for the dumping required the employment 
of more men upon the scows, most of whose time 
was occupied in being towed to and from the City. 
The increase of night work, consequent upon the 
——t of catching both ebb-tides of the day, 
and the increased danger involved in going further 
out to sea, led to a strike on the part of the 
men employed and the increase of their wages 
from $1 2% to $1 50 per day. It was 
at times impossible to unload the scows within the 
period limited by the Shore Inspector, and it was 
accordingly necessary to tow the scows back to 
Gravesend Bay and take them out on the follow- 
ing day or the following ebb-tide to complete the 
unloading. The conditions imposed by the 
Shore Inspector were at one time so strin- 
gent that it was impossible to comply 
with them, and the Inspector of the Bureau of 
Street-cleaning seemed forced to choose between 
the commission of a misdemeanor by not removing 
the material collected, and the commission of a 
misdemeanor by removing it without a permit 
from the Shore Inspector. Interposition of the 
Governor of the State finally led to the establish- 
ment of conditions possible to be performed at 
ereatiy increased expense, as above explained. 

Fisyth—As to increased expense fot horse feed 
in 1880 over 1879: This is due to three causes—in- 
crease in the number of horses, the average num- 
ber in 1880 being 89, as against 8244 in 1879; increase 
in the amount of feed, and the increase in prices 
paid. The Police Department horses are worked 
very hard, being out sometimes 30 hours out of 48. 
This was the case toa greater degree in 1880 than 
in 1879. Aside from this, the horses did not have 
enough to eat in 1879, and in 1880 the feed was 
— increased to a point which is believed to 

e much better economy, as well as much better 
humanity, than to have the horses ill-fed and 
soon worn out. Astothe prices: The prices paid 
for horse feed have been as near the wholesale 
prices as was possible under the existing system, 
which limits the expenditure to one-twelfth of the 
appropriation in each month. The advance in the 
wholesale prices from 1879 to 1880 may be illus- 
trated by taking the figures for the month of Janu- 
ary in the respective years as quoted at the Prod- 
uce Exchange:

(Marked A and 
B.) <A_ table is also submitted showing the 
different subjects of expense in the work of the 
Street-cleaning Bureau; the amounts expended 
under the respective heads in 1879 and 1880, and 
showing the increase or decrease in 1880, and when 
there was an increase of expense in that year stat- 
ing briefly the cause of such increase, other than in- 
creased work done in 1880. (Marked C and D.) 

It may not be out of place to refer in this report to 
a subject.not mentioned in the Mayor's letter, but 
which appears to disturb the public mind greatly at 
this time, that is the condition in which the streets 
have been since the Spring thaw commenced. 
heavy snow fell on the 27th of December last, and, 
excepting ina few much-used thoroughfares, the 
streets have since that time been covered with 
snow and ice until the warm weather of the 

ast few weeks, when the snow and ice, melt- 
ng away, has left them covered with 
the accumulated filth of several months 
during which 34,000 horses have been traveling over 
them daily. There is no way to remedy this except 
by removing the snow, and unless the snow is re- 
moved the filth in the streets upon the coming of 
warm weather inthe Spring will be directly pro- 
portioned to the severity of Winter. A little con- 
sideration of the circumstances will satisfy 
any mind’ that the snow could not have 
been removed. There are 385 miles of paved 
streets in the City of New-York. Careful esti- 
mate, verified by experiment, has shown that 
during the past Winter the snow has fallen and has 
remained amounting to one cart-load for each lin- 
ear foot of streets, making an aggregate of 2,032,- 
800 cart-loads of snow or ice. A careful estimate, 
also verified by experience, as to the cost of remoyv- 
ing this and dumping it into the river, shows such 
cost to be not less than 70 cents per load, 
requiring thus over $1,422,000 to remove the 
snow and ice alone during the past Winter. This 
is upon the supposition that horses and carts 
and men could do the work. The actual 
appropriation for the removal of snow and 
ice was $40,000, which, together with the trans- 
.ferred balance of $19,000, making in all $59,000, has 
‘been expended. More was asked for by the Police 
, Board, but refused by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. Different estimates might varv 
these figures somewhat, but the gl fact re- 
«mains, that without an erormous increase in 
appropriation the snow which'falls in our City 
must remain until nature takes it away, and that 
when it goes filth will be left, and that the utmost 
any officer can do is to accomplish the Spring 
cleaning with the greatest dispatch possible. as we 
are now endeavoring todo. 8. P. NICHOLS,

The increase for stationery, &c., in 1880, isac- 
counted for by the fact that a large amount of sta- 
tionery was purchased for use near the close of 
1880. The expense account for street-cleaning, col- 
lecting ashes, garbage, and street dirt, including 
blacksmithing, carts, repairs, and supplies, Dump 
Inspectors, foremen, dump expenses, feeding 
horses, harness, repairs, and supplies, horse-shoe- 
ing, hired carts, laborers, machines, repairs and 
supplies, machine and water cart drivers, Police 
Department cart drivers, stable expenses, stable 
rent, and wheelwrighting, was, in 1879, $491,310 70; 
for 1880 it was $473,178 16. Statements accompany- 


ing the schedule set forth that more carts 
‘were in use in 1880 than in_ the previous 
year, and that material and labor were 


more costly. It is also stated that the expenses of 
1879 were decreased by dismissing all of the Dump 
Inspectors and foremen, and detailing policemen 
to perform their duties, whose salaries were paid 
out of the Police salary fund to the extent of 
$17,834 42. An increase of $6,221 77in the cost of 
feeding horses is accounted for by an advance in 
the price of feed and increased number of horses, 
and greater amount fed to each horse because of 
increased hours of labor. The expenditure in 1880 
of $253 06 more than in 1879 for horse-shoeing is ex- 
rao by the increased number of horses and 

igher price of iron. More horses, more carts, and 
greater number of days’ labor performed are 
‘given as reasons for the increase of $9,764 52 for 

olice Department cart drivers in 1880 over 
1879. The increased number of horses is also 
stated in explanation of an increased cost 
of $102 79 in stable expenses of 1880. 
‘The removal of garbage from the City in 1879 cost 
$120,152 30; in 1880 it cost $144,518 02, an increase of 
20.279 per cent. Reasons for this increase are stated 
as follows: In 1879 two tugs were owned by the 
.department; one was condemned in 1878 and the 
other one was in use but 10 months of 1879 and in 
1880 two new tugs were purchased; the United 
States laws require a certain number of men to 
man the boats according to tonnage, and the 
tugs required repairs and alterations; increased 
amount of fuel, and the advanced prices of sup- 
plies would necessarily increase expenses. It is also 
declared that scows and dumps were allowed to 
get out of repair in 1879, and that most of the 
money expended was during the first half of the 
year, and before the special appropriation for re- 
pairs and construction was made. It is further ex- 
plained that the department was obliged to hire 
extra tugs to tow from dumps in New-York to 
anchorage in Gravesend Bay, from whence the 


scows were towed by no wa tugs to the place.

THE CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE. 
A BILL TO BE PRESENTED TO THE LEGISLA- 
TURE AT ONCE. 


The Committee of Twenty-one appointed at 
the mass-meeting in the Cooper Union, last Friday 
evening, to devise some system by which the 
streets of this City can be kept clean, met at No. 
79 Fourth-avenue yesterday morning. Mr. D. Wil- 
lis James, of the firm of Phelps, Dodge & Co., the 
Chairman of the committee, presided. Mr. W. F. 
Bridge was elected Secretary, and the committee 
then engaged in a long discussion upon the subject 
of street-cleaning, in the course of which it ap- 
peared that the members were unanimous in the 
opinion that the work of cleaning the public 


streets should be taken from the Board of Police 
Commissioners and placed in the hands of some 
one man, who shall be directly responsible for the 
faithful performance of his duty. A resolution was 
passed to appoint a Committee of Seven, to confer 
with Mayor Grace, and prepare a bill for presenta- 
tion to the Legislature, which shall embody 
the views of the committee, and_the sentiments of 
the meeting which created it. Thatcher M. Adams, 
John L. Cadwalader, Lawrence Turnure, Samuel 
D. Babcock, Henry E. Peilew, James Gallatin, C. H. 
Marshall, and the Chairman were appointed on this 
committee. A resolution was passed pledging the 
entire committee to go to Albany and urge the 
passage of the bill as soon as it is prepared, and the 
meeting then adjourned, subject to the call of the 
Chair. Mr. D. Willis James said toa Trmss reporter 
yesterday that the committee expected to start for 
Alban by Thursday at the latest. ‘‘ Mr. Gallatin,” 
he said, ° goes up to-night to make arrangements 
for a hearing, and it will take but a very short time 
for us to prepare one bill, out of those now before 
the Legislature, which will prove satisfactory to the 
citizens. We propose to push right ahead as fast 
as possible and secure the objects for which we 
have been appointed by the citizens.” 

The Sub-Committee of Seven appointed to con- 
sult with the Mayor called upon him yesterday af- 
ternoon and had an informal talk regarding the 
provisions of the street-cleaning bill it is proposed 
to push through the Legislature. Mayor Grace, 
Controller Campbell, and Corporation Counsel 
Whitney were present at the conference. It was 
expected that the Mayor would be ready to present 
to the committee a bill containing his views on the 
street-cleaning subject, but he was not a to 
do so yesterday. The committee will meet the 
Mayor again this afternoon, when they will prob- 
ably agree upon the draft of a bili which shall be 
satisfactory to all concerned.

AXIMBALL MAKES A BAD SHOWING.

THE COMPLAINTS DISMISSED AND HE ACCUSED 


OF PERJURY ON HIS OWN STORY. 

Some strange revelations were made in an 
examination held by Justice Wandell, yesterday, iu 
the much-talked-of complaints of Charles S. Kim- 
ball, one of Mr. D. J. Whitney’s agents. They re- 
sulted in the dismissal of all the complaints, the 
destruction of the unexecuted warrants, and an 
application for Kimball’s arrest for perjury. Kim- 
ball was brought from the House of Detention early 
in the afternoon. Mr. Whitney was present and 
stood beside Kimball when the magistrate 
read the four afildavits the agent had sworn 
to, and demanded of the latter whether 
he recognized among those present any of 


those whom he charged with being proprietors of 
the alleged gambling-houses. Kimball, who 
trembled somewhat, and was decidedly reluctant 
to testify, replied, after dodging a direct answer 
several times, that he identified none of the prin- 
cipals. Upon this, Counselor Oliver declared that 
he was prepared to show that when Kimball 
originally made and swore to the affidavits he com- 
mitted willful and deliberate perjury, and knew he 
was doing so at the time. He was prepared to 
show further that it was impossible for Kimball 
to have gambled at elther No. 1 or No. 15 
Ann-street on the day he ‘swore he did do so. 
Finally, when Thomas Burns, one of the persons 
alleged to be connected with ore of the gambling- 
houses, was asked to stand up, Kimball declared 
he did not recognize Burns as the supposed pro- 

rietor of one of tlie houses. He also denied, ina 

esitating way, that be ever told him he had a 
warrant out for him, and that he had better go to 
court and give himself up. He met Burns in Ann- 
street one day, and the latter asked him ‘‘How 
about that matter?’ He replied that he (Burns) 
must go to court to find out. Kimball, 
in reply to other questions, denied that he knew he 
was committing deliberate perjury when he swore 
out the warrant. It was true that he had gambled 
at No. 15 Ann-street about noon on March 5, ‘* Did 
you ever swear that it was not true that you 
gambled then?” asked the counsel. Kimball began 
to beat about the bush, and uponthe magistrate 
declaring that it was a simple question and could 
be easily answered, Kimball said he must have ad- 
vice before he answered it. ‘‘I know what is 
coming after it,’ he said with an effort to smile. 
‘“‘ Well,” said the counsel, ‘‘ changing the form of 
question, did you ever make any statement declar- 
ing that what you swore to before Justice Wandell 
when you got the warrant was not true?’ ‘** I made 
astatement,’’said Kimballevasively. “Ill help your 
memory, then,” said the counsel, and he produced 
aud read an affidavit made by Kimball before a no- 
tary public on March 17, in which Kimball swore 
that he was the person described in and who made 
the affidavits before Justice Wandell, at the Tombs 
Police Court, on March 5, charging Thomas Burns 
and a person called *‘ Doc” and others with gam- 
bling at Nos. 1 and 15 Ann-street and other prem- 
ises, and that at the time he made the affidavit he 
was suffering from nervous prostration, and was in 
a dazed and confused state of mind; that the said 
statement was incorrect, and that he desired to re- 
tract it. It was signed “C. A. Kimball.” ‘Did 
you sign that?’ asked the lawyer. Kimball hesi- 
tated, and finally replied, **That 1s my handwrit- 
ing.”’ ‘*‘Yousign it ‘Charles A.’ and your name 
is,’ said the counsel, ‘‘Charles 8S. You thought 
that would enable you to squirm out of the matter. 
I tell you, Judge, this man’s acts bear an appear- 
ance of deliberate double-dealing throughout. He 
did not want to lose his employment with the so- 
ciety, and he has got to ‘down somebody’ to retain 
it. That is the whole amount of it.”’ 

To Mr. Whitney Kimba/i declared that he signed 
the affidavit on Wednesday forenoon about 11:30 
o'clock, in the pxesehce of a notary public. He 
was sent to do it by Peter Delacey, and was offered 
a twenty-dollar gold piece for signing it. 
He had taken ponies of brandy—how many

Peter Delacey, who.,was present, 
then arose and denied, point-blank, that he had 
offered Kimball any money directly or indirectly to 
sign the affidavit, or had caused him to be given 
any liquor. Kimballsaid: ‘* There is more in this 
than you know of, I tell you, and I think Mr. Whit- 
ney ought to protect me.” ‘If you have com- 
mitted a crime,’’ said Mr. Whitney, *“‘ you must suf- 
fer for it. I will protect no one under such 
circumstances, and will not be trifled with, either.”’ 
He then made an application to Justice Morgan, 
who was holding session in the Tombs Court prop- 
er, for Kimball's arrest for perjury, offering his 
statement before the notary as evidence. Justice 
Morgan declined to grant a warrant of arrest, 
hoiding that, even if all that was charged was true, 
Kimball could not be held responsible, as the 
alleged false swearing was not made in the regular 
course of legal proceeding.

SUICIDE BY STRYCHNINE. 

On Sunday evening Mr. Samuel Neal, aged 
66, living in Greene-street, Paterson, went into Dr. 
Bradstreet’s drug store, on Main-street, and 
bought three grains of strychnine, for the purpose 
of killing rats. A little while after word came to 
the Doctor that Mr. Neal was very sick. Running 
around, he found him suffering with the spasms 
resulting from a dose of strychnine. Antidotes 
were administered, but he soon died, having taken 


enough to kill half a dozen men. Before he died 
he acknowledged that he had bought the poison 
under the pretense of killing rats, but with the 
real intention of killing himself.
